Summary of Hews from the Far Cast, 


THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 


Preparations have commenced at Hong Kong and Shangha 
in good earnest. The four vessels from Shanghai which are 
announced as having sailed under sealed ordcrs, comprise 
H.MS. Sampson, Actteon, Dove, and gunboat Algerine ; two of 
these vessels are well-known surveying vessels, and it is given 
on good authority that this small expedition is intended to 
reconnoitre in the Gulf of Pechili and the mouth of the Peiho, 
and to take possession of some convenient slip of land which 
will be serviceable to our troops. A statement is also current 
that they were despatched to capture some trading junks 
which had left Shanghai for the Peiho, and supposed to be 
loaded with arms and ammunition. It is also stated that the 
Chinese Government are casting heavy guns, and using large 
quantities of American anthracite coals for this purpose. Gung 
of the largest calibre have also been imported from the United 
States. H.M.S. Jmperieuse, 51 guns, bearing the flag of Rear- 
Admiral Jones, C.B., second in command, left Hong Kong for 
Shanghai on the 22nd of February, she took up six 
boats, each capable of landing 100 men, a large number 
of tents, and a bridge or pier, which could be mad 
available for landing troops over the mud. She also 
had on board field-carriages for mounting her 32-pounders, and 
a large quantity of ammunition and war stores. The British 
and French naval commanders are engaged at Hong Kong in 
chartering vessels and steamers, organising a Chinese coolie 
corps, and other necessary measures. General Montauban, the 
French military Commander-in-Chief, had also arrived from 
France, and the Quartermaster-General of the British Army. 
From these active operations it may be augured that it is in- 
tended to push the expedition north during the present 
month, in perfect readiness for the decision of Lord 
Elgin and his French colleague, Baron Gros. The delay 
in their departure will consequently be a source of great 
disappointment and anxiety. Nothing of a reliable n ture 
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has been heard of the action or intentions of the Court of 
Pekin, nor of our Ambassador, Mr. Bruce. It is rumoured that 
the Taku forts have been dismantled in order to strengthen 
those at Tien-tsin. There have been no further reinforce- 
ments from India. The detachment of the 44th Qucen’s 
Regiment, which was announced in our last as having arrived 
at Singapore, has left that place for Hong Kong, in H.MS. 
Pearl, and transports Cressy. A portion of the 99th 
Regiment had arrived at Singapore from Calcutta in the 
Octavia, towed by the Reynard. The Simoom, with the 
troops as originally embarked at Portsmouth, had also arrived, 
and proceeded on to Hong Kong with the transports Jars, 
Octavia, and Jessamine. The Lingdove, Magicienne, Hooghly, 
and Fury wergepngaged in towing vessels from the Straits of 
Malacca up to Singapore. 

Sir Hope and Lady Grant arrived at Singapore from Calcutta, 
and proceeded to Hong Kong in the steamer Fiery Cross, on the 
6th of March. 


JAPAN. 
: YEDO. 


The reports from Japan are still of ‘an unsatisfactory tenour, 
A servant of the British Minister has been murdered at Yedo 
while playing with some children, and scrious significance is 
said to attach to this overt act of barbarism. The unfortunate 
man was, we belicve, a born Japanese who had been to the 
United States, and subsequently become a registered British 
subject. Bearing in mind the peculiar position of the Japan- 
ese, it is perhaps to be regretted that a man in a position to 
them so anomalous was retained in so prominent a position. 
By law and custom a Japanese forfeits his life by leaving his 
own country, and the presence of a man who was a standing 
exception to the rule, could not but tend to provoke hostility. 


Mr. Alcock, the Consul-General, under date Jan. 27, writes 
to Mr. Vise, the Acting-Consul at Kanagawa, as follows :—“Sir, 
—I have received your despatch of the 12th inst., giving cover 
tothe minutes of a mecting of the forcign community at Yo- 
kuhama, and the statement, addressed to no one in particular, 
bearing the signature of twenty-cight residents, British and 
foreign, urging the advisability of making Yukohama, in pre- 
ference to the location at Kanagawa, a permanent place for 
trade. In compliance with the wishes of these gentlemen, I 
have given the subject my best consideration, and regret that 
it is not in my power to concur with them as to the view they 
take of tlie preferability of Yokuhama over Kanagawa. Into 
the detailed reasons for this preference it is unnecessary to enter, 
because, were they less open to question, they have chicfly re- 
ference to transitory influences—advantages on the one sido or 
impediments on the other, which would soon cease to exist if 
they were to adopt the site selected in Kanagawa instead of 
that which has hitherto been occupied in a temporary manner 
at Yokuliama. This discussion would indecd be equally super- 
fluous were the reasons alleged much better founded than I 
conceive them to be, because there is one grave and insuperable 
objection to the site at Yokuhama which must override any 
minor considerations of temporary convenience to individuals, 
and that is the political scope and design of the Japanese authori- 
ties, whoimprovised a foreign settlement by anticipation against the 
strong remonstrances of the diplomatic representative of the 
United States—the only one on the spot when it was first pro- 
posed. ‘Ihe prevailing idea of the Japanese in taking this step 
was obviously retrogressive and inimical to all the interests it 
was the object of recent treaties to protect and advance— 
notably those of trade. The location at Yokuhama presented 
all the distinctive characters of Desima, prepared in like man- 
ner at great expense, and by anticipation, for the Portuguese 
more than two centuries ago, and to which the Dutch were soon 
after consigned, after it had been determined to expel the one 
and subject the other to every kind of indignity and restriction, 
both as regards their rights of residence and of trade. It only 
remains, therefore, under existing circumstances, for me to 
instruct you to abstain from any act which shall make the occu- 
pation of a location at Kanagawa compulsory on British sub- 
jects, and if the Japanese authorities choose to hold out to 
foreigners inducements for renting land or building houses at 
Yokuhama, you will afford the usual facilities for legalising any 
contracts or deeds, but you will take care that the Japanese 
authorities distinctly understand that the right of British sub- 
jects to buy or lease land within the limits of the foreign 
location already marked out at Kanagawa remains untouched 


by any act of settlement at Yokuhama. At Ssome futuro day 
merchants may see reason to prefer a less isolated site, and 
their right to a location at Kanagawa will thus be preserved.” . 





CHINA, 


PEKIN, 

The commissioner Kwei-liang, who negotiated” the treaty 
with Lord Elgin, had applied for release from public duties, but 
was refused. This minister is 73 years of age. Hwa-sha-na, 
whose death was announced in our last, appears to have been a 
theme of discussion among Chinese politicians. They say that 
Ho Kwei-ching addressed a confidential memorial to the throne 
last year, advising the faithful adoption of the terms of Lord 
Elgin’s treaty. Hwa-sha-na concurred in this policy, and his 
disappointment on finding his Imperial master was slow to per- 
ceive the importance of an amicable settlement of matters, is 
said to have caused his death. He is described as a harsh, 
stern man, but possessiug many good qualities, honesty among 
the number. He was employed by the late empcror to super- 
intend the repairs of the grand canal. Under his administra- 
tion the contractors and subordinate officers had but little 
opportunity of cheating the State. On three occasions he 
caught them tripping, and each time had the delinquents 
severely punished. His uncompromising honesty on this occae 
sion made him many enemies, but the sternness of the man 
cowed his would-be assailants. 

SHANGHAI. 

Of news at this port there is positively none, if we may ex- 
cept that from Japan, which will be found elsowhere. In despair 
we give the following extracts :—‘ Upon the 15th February 
the first performance was given for the season of the Amateur 
Dramatic Corps, But a very few weeks indeed have elapsed 
since the present company has been embodied, and we feel 
assured that the earnest thanks of this community are due to 
them and to their indefatigable manager for the public spirit 
which, on such short notice, they have displayed, for the ar- 
rangement and decoration of their theatre, and for the style in 
which they have placed their pieces on the stage.” 

“ We closed the last year with a notice of delightful winter 
weather. Scarcely was it gone when rain set in for ten conse- 
cutive days, and visited us occasionally during the month, with 
a little snow or sleet on one day. It was generally cold 
throughout—sharp and bracing when fine and clear, raw and 
disagreeable when wet. The thermometer ranged from 33 
degs. to 56 degs. in the day, the average being 42 degs., and 
from 22 to 47 degs. at night with an average of 34 degs. Rain 
fell on 15 days.” 

The private steamers Yang-tsze and Chery Chase brought the 
London mail of the 27th Dec. on the morning of the 15th Feb. 
The Chevy Chase left Hong Kong on the 11th at 4.30 and 
Yang-tsee at 5.30 p.m. A pilot at the White Dogs reported to 
the Fang-tsze that the Chevy Chase had passed there five hours 
before. The Yang-tsze anchored at Woosung in the morning of 
the 15th at 7.30, and the Chevy Chase at 10 o'clock. 

H.M.S. Cruiser arrived from Nagaski on the 16th Feb., hay- 
ing been relieved by H.M.S. Camilla, She brings no news. 


HONG KONG. 


The English mail of the 10th Jan. arrived on the evening of 
the 26th Feb. The events in connection with the coming war 
we notice elsewhere. ; 

The fifteenth Hong Kong races came ‘off with greater eclat 
than on any previous occasion, extending over three days. 
The sport consisted of the following raccs :—Ist. The Wong- 
neichong stakes, for which four ponies started, the Doctor win- 
ning. 2nd. The Canton Cup ; four horses started, and after a 
most excellent race Sir Michael came in the winner. 3rd. The 
Pony Welter ; three started, Affghan winning easily. 4th. The 
Caledonian Cup; two horses started, Snowdon winning easily. 
5th. The Hack Stakes ; four horses started, Ten-per-Cent. com- 
ing in first. 6th. The Garraway Stakes; Saulton winning 
easily. This ended the first day's sport. The Pet took the 
Scurry on the second day, and left the spectators eager for the 
Challenge Cup trial, which,’ however, ended in an easy victory 
for Stockham, Snowdon being second, and a new and very pro- 
mising horse, Robin Hood, making up the field. Negro asserted 
his right to the Valley Stakes, and Dervish took the Arab 
Stakes from Lightning and Midnight. Mystery made the Irish 
hacks safe for Aberdeenshire, and then a field of six came UP 
for the Parsee Cup. A capital race was the result. The start 
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‘was quite on the time, save that Ivanhoe was scarcely up, and 
Huntsman rather late on his legs, Elfin and the Muff having 
the best of it. Templar was the successful horse, with Hunts- 
man second, and The Muff third. Saltoun led for the Victoria 
Plate, but at the village turn, second round, Zampa came up, 
and eventually turned the tables on him, and avenged the defeat 
of the previous day. On the third day, Affghan, Pearl, and 
Wee Pct were handicapped for the Ladies’ Purse, and May- 
day also accepted at catch weight. The Pearl won at 10st. 4]b., 
with Affghan, 11st., close behind, and Wee Pet third, carrying 
10st. Miss Adams presented the purse to Captain Williams, 
the successful rider, and made a speech on the occasion, which, 
unfortunately, was scarcely heard, owing to the playing of the 
band. A first-rate race ensued for the Western Cup, which 
Snowdon took to East Point, Templar pressing him hard with 
a broken stirrup leather. The Muff ran well, but Sunrise and 
Ivanhoe did not distinguish themselves. Lady Emily pattered 
in ahead of Little Ella and Flash o” Lightning, and carried the 
important China Stakes, while the Souvenir Cup (a very elegant 
- pair of claret jugs) fell an easy prize to the unconquerable 
Stockham. After this came two handicaps ; the first for Arabs, 
won by Lightning; the second for all other horses, won by 
The Muff. The Native Race finished the long and excellent 
catalogue of sport. 

The fourth representation of the Hong Kong garrison thea- 
tricals took place on Tucsday evening. The pieces performed 
were—“ The Little Treasure,” “A Fast Train! High Pressure!! 
Express!!!” and “Grimshaw, Bradshaw, and Bagshaw.” The 
‘first piece, although it has been performed four times this sea- 
son, and two last, has not in the. least abated in public estima- 
tion. Every one is perfect in their parts; and the character of 

Gertrude, sustained by Mr. Poolcy, is admirably done. The 
other pieces were also well performed, Capt. Twiss being the 
.eading character in both. There was a very poor attendance, 
comparatively speaking, which may probably be explained by 
the various amusements connected with the races. The Circus 
has also been performing before large and gratiffied audiences. 

A fire broke out in Messrs. Philips, Moore, and Co.’s godowns. 
The fire was fortunately kept from spreading beyond their pre- 
mises. We have not heard the extent of their losses, but 
re happy to say they are insured. Some of the books have 
been destroyed. It is not known how the fire originated ; the 
godown in which it commenced had not been opened for four 
days previously, An alarm of fire also occurred at Messrs. John 
Burd and Co.’s premises; but it was only confined to the 
chimney, and soon put out. 

A new photographic establishment has been opencd by Messrs, 
Howard and Weed, from California. 

The Hong Kong Directory for 1860 has been issued, and 
is announced to be the best yet produced. 


The Government Gazette gives the census of Hong Kong at 
the end of 1859, together with other statistical tables relating 
to this island, signed by Mr. Caldwell, the Registrar-General. 
In 1858 it numbered 1,109 in all, while 1859 gives only 1,034, 
Of these there were 714 males, and 189 females, in the former 
year ; this time there are only 655 of the former, and 170 of 
the latter. The deficiency is to be accounted for by the re- 
moval of a great number of persons [to Canton and Shanghai. 
‘The Chinese population is estimated to be 85,000. The naval 
and military residents have not been given. 

The Chinese Custom-house case with the barge Chin Chin is 
set down for trial at the Supreme Court. Captain Saunders was 
committed to gaol for wilful murder and piracy, but has been 

_ hailed out on sureties of £2,000. 


The case of Tam Adchoy, Captain Baker, and @ number of 
American and European sailors who had engaged in a raid 
against a Chinese village near Macao, came before the Supreme 
Court, and resulted in their pleading guilty of the misde- 
meanour with which they were charged. The court, on con- 
sideration offthe cireumstances, tock a lenient view of their case, 
‘and only bound them over to appear for judgment should that be 
required by their'again engaging in an undertaking of the same 
kind. The China Hail has the following comments on this case ; 
-——“ It is difficult to say exactly how far the affidavits affected the 
‘Government, for unfortunately both for himeelf and for the 
Government, Mr. Adams, the Acting Chief Justice, departed so 
far from the usual ruling in each cases as to refuse copies of 
these affidavits when application was made to him, although 
they had been put in by the prisoners in mitigation of punish- 
ment, and had been read im-epen cout! We feel assured that 
Tam Achoy’s application was never referred to His Excellency 


the fGovernor, and also] that if it had been his Excellency 
woukl never have been so actuated by dread of doing anything 
in Hong Kong as to allow respectable men to fall into crimes 
rather than commit himself in any way, nor by such an insane 
desire to meddle with Chinese affairs as to give the slightest 
countenance to European interference in disputes on the main- 
land. To the best of our belief Sir Hercules Robinson has 
conducted himself in this matter in a manner worthy of his 
high position ; and if, as these affidavits appeared to assert, 
certain officials have compromised the Government to some 
extent, and given encouragement to lawless and illegal acts, we 
can only trust that their official superiors will sce exactly what 
their qualifications arc, and how far thcir experience is to be 
relied on in this place. So far from having been quashed on 
legal points, the prosecution in this case has been carried 
through many difficultics to a successful, and, on the whole, a 
satisfuctory issue. These affidavits leave the matter in a very 
dubious and suspicious light as regards Mr. Caldwell and one 
of his superiors, while the refusal of Judge Adams to give 
copies of the affidavits, even if there were good reasons for 
such a departure from ordinary rule, does not serve to en- 
lighten the aspect of the scene ; but these are matters of more 
importance to the Government service than to the public, 
which, we trust, has now sccn the beginning of the end of 
ignorant and illegal raids upon Chinese villages.” 

Mr. Robinet, the Peruvian merchant, who has been confined 
for eighteen mouths in the debtors’ gaol, was to be released on 
the 28th Feb., and it is said that he will be able to prove that 
his acts did not warrant the sentence of the court. 

It is reported that the P. and O. Co.’s steamer Shanghai has 
been chartered by the French government, and would proceed 
to Turon. 

An action has been brought against Mr. Mitchell, the acting 
postmaster, for 500 dols., by Mr. de Cunha. It appears that 
Mr. de Cunha was a clerk in the office, and abscuted himself 
without giving notice, upon which he was ordered to appear, 
under a magistrate’s warrant, to answer Mr. Mitchell’s com- 
plaint. This he thought proper to construe into an arrest. 
The judge decided that in the event of point of law being in 
his favour, the amount of damages awardcd would be a quarter 
of a dollar. 

Mr. Tarrant is still in gaol, but some uncertainty seems to 
exist as to the time of his release; rumours were current that 
he would be at liberty in a few days. 


CANTON, 


The Messenger (Am.), about which so much difficulty ex- 
isted at Canton, as reported in previous issues, has at length 
cleared and sailed from Macao for Havana with 400 coolies. 
The Kitty Simpson (Am.) has also sailed with 350 coolies. 
Several others were loading, as announced in our shipping 
intelligence. The Norwood (Brit.) was loading under the free 
system, and would be despatched for Demerara. It appears 
the emigrants under this system receive ouly a trifling bonus, 
while those to Havana are bribed to the extent of 50 to 60 dols, 
This disgraceful traffic will soon cease to Havana; but it ap- 
pears the French intend carrying it on to their colonics. The 
French authorities have, however, directed the seizure of all 
vessels under the French flag attempting to sail without clear- 
ing through the Chinese Government, and the Portuguese 
authorities at Macao have notified that no clearances will bo 
granted to ships after the Ist inst. The proclamation issued by 
the allied commanders to the respective consuls on this subject 
has been replied to by them. They give full assurances of 
their aid in checking the late abuses which have existed, and 
have embodied the following resolutions :— 

“ Ist, That it shall be carried on in localities pointed out by the Chinese 
Government; that the depots shall in all cases be under the full control 
and surveillance of the Chinese authorities, and such officers, European and 
native—belonging to the Custom-house, or especially designated to this 
duty—as they may appoint, 

Gnd. That the emigration depots shall be open for the free egress and 
ingvees of inquiring coclies, during hours; that, on first present- 
ing himeelf at any depot, the name of the cooly shall with the date be 
registered, and that he shall not be called on to sign any contract for a 
specified number of days thereafter, during which he shall be perfectly at 
liberty to leave the depot. 

“8rd, That the contracts shall be submitted to and approved by the 
Chinese Government; that they sball not in any case extend over a term 
of more than eight years; that they shall not except the Chinese emigrants 
frem the benefit of laws made by the sovereigns of the possessions to which 
they are to proceed, for the protection of immigrants ; that the conclusion of 
the period of the contract shall at once restore to the emigrant the full right 
to the free disposal of his own labour, any debt which he may have incurred 
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to the indorsee or holder of the original contract remaining as an ordinary 
civil obligation. : ; 

“ 4th, That whereas the system of collecting emigrants by payment of 
head-money is in itsclf the origin of most of the evils signalised, the same 
shall be strictly prohibited by the Chinese authorities ; and that the salaried 
servants of the depots shall, under the protection of the local authorities, be 
permitt-d to publish in the villages, and throughout the country, the vari- 
ous prospectuses which the emigration agents may issue ; and that the local 
authorities shall, when necessary, give protection to Lona fide intending 
emigrants, whom it may be atiempted to prevent from reaching the depot. . 

“5th. That the terms of cach particular scheme of emigration shall be 
fully published in Chinese, and that each intending or inquiring emigrant, 
while still unbound, shall have ample facilities, after the registry of his 
name, for acquainting himself with the terms offered. . 

“6h. That particular days shall be appointed in each depot for the sig- 
nature of contracts, which shall in no case take place in the absence of the 
Chinese officers ; that the terms of the contract shall then be read over and 
explained, after which the intending emigrant will be called on to determine 
defini ively as to the signature of the contract. 

“7th, That having once signcd the contract and received an advance, it 
shall be competent to the foreign emigration agent to transfer the labourer, 
now bound to him, to the ship by which he is to be conveyed to his desti- 
nation. 

“8th, That in event of emigrants being shipped in a vessel belonging 
to a country which shall not have enacted definite laws for the conveyance 
of passengers, it shall be competent to the Chinese authorities to require 
* guch ship to conform to the conditions of the British, French, or United 
States’ passenger regulations, at the option of the mas’er. 

“9th. That it shall be competent to the Chinese authorities, with the 
view of providing for the necessary expense of an efficient control, to charge 
a moderate fee on each contract, which shall be sealed by the emigration 
officers, tobe by them appointed, and that copies of all rules which may be 
issued with respect to emigration, shall be communicated by the Chinese 
Government to the masters of emigrant veasels. 

“10th. That charges of fraud shall be examined into by the Chinese 
officers, and that, wherever the evidence shall support the tame, punishment 
shall be inflicted on the Chinese delinquents.” 


PHILIPPINES. 


MANILA. 

The Spitfire has arrived from London with a number of gun- 
boats for this government. The remainder of the crew of the 
late ship Volta, wreckcd at Balabac, on her way from Liverpool 
to this port, were forwarded to Hong Kong in the steamer 
Rajah. 





JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

The news from Boni shows that matters there are fast re- 
turning to a state of peace. On the 20th January the crown 
jewels of Boni were delivered up to the commissioners for the 
affairs of Boni; and on the 30th, Aru Palakka, in conformity 
with the choice of the chiefs and princes of that state, was ac- 
knowledged and appointed rajah of Boni, and on the following 
day he was formally installed at the head-quarters at Palakka, 
the crown jewels being made over to him. A treaty was about 
to be entered into between the newly-elected king of Boni and 
the Dutch government, and a treaty had been concluded with 
Soping, while those with Wajo and Luwu were on the point of 
being signed, There had been no recent intelligence from Ban- 
jermassing. An expedition was about to start for the scene of 
the disaster to the Onrust, where the rebels were said to have 
entrenched themselves. It is thought that any very extensive 
operations against the insurgents must be postponed until the 
mouth of April, when the dry season scts in. On Java there 
have been numerous accidents from the heavy rains and stormy 
weather prevailing. ‘The price of provisions, especially rice, is 
very high at some places in the interior, and fears are enter- 
tained that the crop will be deficient. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The steamer Carthage arrived from Calcutta on the 2nd 
March, having towed the Indian navy river steamers Jfhor and 
Tonze, which vessels are intended for service in China. H.MS. 
Scout left for Hong Kong on the 6th March. 

The telegraphic communication with Batavia has continued 
without interruption since the last mail. 

A correspondent writes :—“ The Malay Chief, a Hadju, who 
was at the head of the plot to murder all the Europeans at 
Sarawak, who was banished for life in consequence, and had 
taken up his residence here, disappeared suddenly. Upon 
inquiry it was found that he had gone to Pontianatz, doubtless 
with felonious intentions ; in fact, probably, to join a pretender 
who visited that part of Borneo, and, representing himself as 
the Sultan of Borneo, had commenced a revolutionary move 
ment against the Dutch. The Resident of Pontianatz, acting 
with coolness and resolution, arrested the individual, and seut 
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him to Batavia ; it is to be hoped he will be equally firm and 
fortunate with the other scoundrel. It appears to be quite 
certain that the Dutch have been successful at Boni, notwith- 
standing native reports ; so much the better forthem. Banger- 
massing is still in a sad state of confusion, and the report of the 
cutting off of a second steamer appears to be confirmed, 
though not allowed by the Dutch. Great dissatisfac- 
tion has been expressed by the mercantile community 
at the conduct of one of the banks here, who have 
summarily dismissed their manager, and in the most undigni- 
fied manner. The consequence is, that most of the accounis 
have been closed, and a letter of condolence, numerously signed, 
has been handed to the victim. Our batteries were tried the 
other day, and repeated salvoes fired. They stood the test ad- 
mirably. I regret to say that Captain Collyer, M.E., the chief 
engineer, a very able and talented officer, is obliged to leave for 
Europe on sick certificate.” 

A public meeting was held on the 23rd Feb. for the separa- 
tion of this settlement from the Indian Government, at which 
the following petition was adopted :—“ That in October, 1857, 
the European inhabitants of Singapore addressed a humble pe- 
tition to your honourable house, setting forth the grievances 
under which they laboured from the manner in which the 
settlement of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore, and 
Malacca, commonly called the Straits Settlement, was 
governed by the East India Company. They complained 
of the evils which resulted the said settlement from its 
being subordinate to the Supreme Government of India, which 
took little or no interest in its welfare, and of its laws being 
framed by the Legislative Council of India in which it was not 
represented. The European inhabitants of Singapore, there- 
fore, prayed that the Straits Settlement might be constituted a 
separate government, directly under the Crown, and not, as 
then, under a delegated authority in India. That the Govern- 
ment of British India was thereafter, by an Act of Parliament, 
withdrawn from the East India Company, and placed directly 
under her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, but the Straits 
Settlement has continued to form a part of the territories under 
the administration of the Supreme Government of India, and it 
still experiences the inconveniences and evils resulting from the 
neglect and indifference to its welfare on the part of the govern- 
ing power, formerly complained of. That your petitioners be- 
lieve that the welfare of the Straits Settlement would be mate- 
rially promoted by its being disjoined from the Goverument of 
Continental India, and constituted a separate colony or settle- 
ment, placed directly under the management of the Secretary of 
State for India, and by the local administration being intrusted 
with power to frame laws and ordinances for the government of 
the inhabitants. Your petitioners, therefore, humbly pray that 


} your honourable House will be pleased to take this petition 


into your most favourable consideration, and to adopt mea- 
sures for constituting the settlement of Prince of Wales’ 
Island, Singapore, aud Malacca, commonly called the Straits 
Settlement, into a separate government or colony, under the 
management of ,the Secretary of State for India, and with 
power to make laws and regulations for the government of the 
inhabitants thereof.” 

Mr, M. F. Davidson occupied the chair, and the following 
propositions were carried unanimously :— 

Proposed by Joaquim d’A]meida, Esq., and seconded by W. 
Ormiston, Esq.—“ 1. That the petition as read be adopted by 
this meeting, and that it be forthwith engrossed, circulated 
for signature, and forwarded to England with the least possible 
delay.” 

Proposed by W. H. Read, Esq., and seconded by J. J. Green- 
shields, Esq.—“ 2. That the petition be forwarded to James 
Guthrie, Esq., with the request that he take such steps as he 
may deem best to secure the objects in view.” . 

Proposed by Wm. Mactaggart, Esq., and seconded by A. Wil- 
son, Esq.—* 3. That copies of this and the former petitions be 
forwarded to the Hon. the Governor, the East India and China 
Association, and the Chambers of Commerce at Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Glasgow, requesting their co-operation.” 

Proposed by W. Ormiston, Esq. and seconded by F. G. 
Schmidt, Esq.—* 4. That a committee of the following gentle- 
men be appointed to forward the petition and carry out the 
resolutions passed, viz., Messrs, Davidson, Read, Grcenshields, 
Mactaggart, and Joaquim d’Almeida.” 

It is understood that Captain Commerell, C.B., of H.M. ship 
Magicienne, has been appointed second naval officer in command 
in the Straits of Malacca, to be stationed at Penang. 
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The Straits Times announces that Tan Kim Sing, a Chinese 
merchant, has been elected mayor of Saigon by the Chinese 
population of the place, and that his appointment has been 
confirmed by Admiral Page. - 

A portion of the last mails from London, 26th January, were 
left behind, owing to their division at Suez between the steamers 
Bombay and Bentinck. On arrival of the former at Gulle, the 
Cadiz started for Singapore and China, and unfortunately the 
London and China Express was on board the Bentinck. The 
fault lies rathet with the P. and O. Company, or the mail master. 
It is much needed that the irregularities of the Post-office 
should be looked into. 

PENANG. 

According to the census of the province Wellesley and 
Penang, it appears the populationgis :—Penang, George town, 
29,009 ; country districts, 30,947. ProvincesWellesley : north 
division, 50,158; south ditto, 12,496; Butterworth, 2,164: 
making a total of 124,772. 

The last census of Penang, taken in the course of 1857, 
gave 56,371, so that there is an increase of 3,585 souls in 
two years, being at the rate of nearly 3 per cent.a year. Of 
Province Wellesley we have no recent census, The area of 
square miles as yet under cultivation in Penang and Province 
Wellesley may be estimated at about 90,000 acres, giving to 
each man little more than half an acre. The returns ethnolo- 
gically give the following result :—Europeans, 2,071; Malays, 
71,723; Klings, 13,033; Chinese, 36,222; Siamese, 624; 
Bengalis, 1,099 ; total, 124,772. The proportion of the sexes 
varies with every race :—Europeans, 1,130 males, 941 females ; 
Malays, 36,791 males, 34,932 females ; Chinese, 27,050 males, 
9,172 females ; Klings, 10,366 males, and 2,668 females ; Ben- 
galis, 596 males, 503 females; Siamese, 407 males, 217 females ; 
total, 76,339 males, 48,433 females. On the whole the males 
are about 60 per cent., and the females 40, Among the Malays 
the proportion is nearly equal, and the fact of there being slight 
deficiency of the females where they might be expected to pre- 
ponderate, the race being the native one, is explained by a 
considerable number being married to Chinese and entered in 
‘the Chinese column. The Chinese males are to the females as 
3 to 1, and this must be considered as showing a satisfactory 
increase of females. Among the Klings the ratio is about 4 to 1. 
The number of European houses is 932, of which 892 are in 
Penang and 40 in Province Wellesley. The Malay houses and 
huts amount to 14,737, the Klings to 3,106, the Bengalis to 
246, the Chinese to 5,066, and the Siamese to 135. There are 
46 Government opium shops, 61 spirit, 27 toddy, and 13 pawn- 
brokers’. The Mosques are 105 in number, and the schools 
141. There are 540 boats for passengers, 1,588 fishing boats, 
250 hack palapkeens, and 538 carts. 


The Penang Gazette has the following announcement :— 
“The Honourable the Governor has visited Ayer Itam, and 
went halfway to Bali Pulo. In the afternoon, attended by the 
resident councillor, Captains Burn and Hilliard, and the deputy 
commissioner of police, he drove through the town, and 
inpected the Prangin and the convict lines. He found the 
convict buildings not sufficiently ventilated, and ordered several 
alterations. At the Prangin he remarked that the sluice-gate 
was carelessly screwed down, and the sea, which it was in- 
tended to shut out, rushing in with great force. We under- 
stand that on Tuesday next Colonel Cavenagh will commence a 
tour in the province. Personal visits of the Governor to the 
districts will serve to convince the natives that their interests 
and welfare are attended to by him, and will put him in pos- 
session of information which he could not obtain from quires 
of official correspondence. He will have an opportunity of 
judging, from personal observation and conference, how far the 
various conservancy improvements that are awaiting his sanc- 
tion or aid, or have been postponed for want of means, are 
really required and can be executed. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT. | 
Lonpoy, 13th April. 


The mails delivered this morning have been forty-four days 
én route from Hong Kong. The London mails of the 10th of 
January arrived out on the 26th of February, being forty-seven 
days en route. 
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There are some appearances in China of the traders being 
somewhat alarmed at the preparations now moving to and fra 
for the coming war, and there is no doubt that business in 
imports, at least, will be affected for the next few months. 
In exports of tea and silk the check will not be so soon felt; 
but if war is decided on, we anticipate the stoppage will be to 
a greater extent than during the last war. There is, however, 
nothing to indicate a hostile feeling towards foreigners at any 
of the open ports. At Japan business continues to be almost 
at a stand, and it is the current opinion that matters will not 
improve until a severe lesson has been administered. 





EXPORTS. 

Tga.—The exports for the present season still show a consi- 
derable excess over the last, being to Great Britain about 
twenty millions, to the United States two millions, to the Con- 
tinent one and three-quarter millions, to Australia three mil- 
lions. At Shanghai the settlements have been at higher rates 
owing to the favourable advices from this side, and are an- 
nounced to be 20,000 chests of Congou, at 26 to 30$ taels for 
Oopacks and Ningchows. Unsold stock about 20,000 chests, 
In greens the settlements have been 17,000 half-chests and 
7,000 boxes, at 18 to 21 taels for Imperial Taiping, and 27 to 
40 for Pingsuey. At Foo-chow-Foo the transactions have been 
21,000 chests and 7,000 half-chests, at 18 to 23 tacls for mid- 
dling to good. But very few chops remain in the markct, and 
the arrivals from the country have almost ceased. At Canton 
the settlements have been 5 chops of Congou, at 26 to 32 taels 
for Oopacks, 5,000 boxes of Orange Pekoo at 20 to 27 taels, 
4,000 boxes Caper, at 16 to 21 taels, and 1,000 boxes Gun- 
powder at 20 taels. Stock about 20 chops of Congou. 

SuwxxK.—At Shanghai the settlements have been 2,000 bales. 
The arrivals from the country are on a limited scrle,and the 
settlements for the season are about 13,000 bales less than the 
last. The last quotations are fully maintained, which has 
tended to restrict operations. At Canton re-recled Kum- 
Chook has fetched 460 dols. for the United States. 

Drues, &.—At Canton—Cassia Lignea: 500 piculs have 
been settled at 16.90 to 17.20 dols. Stock 4,000 piculs. 
Cassia buds: 30 piculs have been taken at 34 to 36 dols. 
Cassia oil: 10 piculs have been taken at 300 dols, Star ani- 
seed: no stock, last {quotations 18 dols. Anisecd oil is 
quoted at 185 to 200 dols. Galls: no transactions, quoted at 
15 to 15.50 dols. per picul. Rhubarb: none of first quality 
at market, Camphor, 234 dols. ; small stock. °

Sairtinas.—The stock at all ports is rather large, and sales 
have been made to a small extent only during the- week pre- 
vious to the departure of the mail. At Hong Kong, greys, 74 to 
10 lbs., are quoted at 2 dols. 25c. to 2 dols, 85c, At Shanghai 
£1 9s. 4d. to £2 5s, White 52 to 64 reeds, £1 9s. to £2 4s,, 
and at Hong Kong 2 dols. 25c. to 2 dols. 650. 

Corton Yarn.—Stock large. Sales at Hong Kong at 29 dols. 
to 31 dols. for Nos. 16 to 26. 

American Dariiis have been sold at Canton at 3 dols. 80¢. 
to 4 dols. per piece of 40 yards, 

Woo iens.—Fair demand exists for long clls, Spanish stripes, 
camlets, &c. 

Merars.—Shanghai—Iron iu full supply and difficult of 
sale. Lead in gooddemand. Tin dull. Canton, the sales of 
Iron have been large—say 2,000 piculs nail rod, 500 piculs 
bolt and bar, and 100 piculs wire. Of lead only 200 piculs 
have been placed. ‘Tin plates are dull, 100 boxes only having 
been sold, and sois tin. Sales of quicksilver are reported to 
the extent of 200 flasks, Hong Kong.—A steady business is 
always being transacted, but sales are not usually reported. 

Coa1s.—English steam 17 dols. per ton, notwithstanding 
large arrivals. 

Manita.—Phe market for imports had been in avery dull 
state, although the stock of shirtings and long-cloths was very 
light. In exports: Sugar is arriving but slowly, and sales of 
unclayed are readily made at 3 dols. 18c. Hemp settlements 
reported 13,500 piculs, at 4 dols. 50c. to 4 dols. 56c. for cur- 
rent.

FRANCE. * 
Panis, April 10th, 1860. 
As intelligence respecting Chinese affairs will be the first 
topic of interest to most of your readers, I may inform you that 


as the departure of Lord Elgin for China has been delayed by 


the death of his mother, the Dowager Countess of Elgin, Baron 
Gros, who represents the Emperor in the forthcoming expedi- 
tion, has postponed his departure until Lord Elgin shall be 
ready to accompany him, . 

FRENCH EXPEDITION TO CHINA. 

Of the fourteen frigates and transports which left France for 
China on the 22nd Nov. and 17th Dec., twelve had arrived at 
the Cape on the 13th February, namely, the Vengeance, on the 
21st January; the Andromagque, on the 30th January; the 
Entreprenante, on the 31st; the Forte, on the 2nd February ; 
the Calvados, the Dryad, and the Garonne, on the 7th; the 
Perseverante, on the 8th ; the Rhone, on the 9th ; the Ahin, on 


the 12th ; and the Loire and Mievre, on the 13th of February ; 


the Jura and Jsére had not arrived on the 2]st of that 
month. The Vengeance left the Cape for China on the 
Ist of February; the Andromaque on the 14th; the 
Entreprenante on the 15th; and the Forte on the 18th 
The Culvados was to leave on the 22nd, and to be followed by 
the others as soon as possible. The number of troops with 


crews is reported to amount to 9,080 ;—this is the first time 


any account has been given of the strength of the expe- 
dition. The health of all is said to have been excellent. 
Private letters from the Cape say that the French forces 
received great attention from Lieut.-Gen. Wynyard, the Licut.- 


Governor. There were at one time eleven frigates in port to- 


gether. The Lieut.-Governor placed thirty-four beds in the 
hospital at the disposal of General Jauain, who was with the 
101st Regiment of the Line in the Entreprenante, but the good 
health of the men made the numberof beds more than was 
required. No French regiments had been scen in the colony since 
1788, when an expedition went toCochin China. A grand banquet 
of fifty covers was given by General Jaurin on the 8th Feb., at 
which were present all the chief authorities of the colony, the 
officers of the 59th Regiment of the English army, and the 
French naval and military officers ; on the following day the 
Lieutcnant-Governor gave a grand dinner and a splendid ball 
to his host of the previous day. The French soldiers and 
sailors were allowed to land at the rate of 200 a day. 

A later lettcr, just come to hand, states that the Jura and 
Isére, the two remaining ships of the expedition, reached the 
Cape on the 2nd of March, and left for China shortly after- 
wards, 

Government have granted to the French authoritics the 
Island of Robben for the use of their troops proceeding to or 
from China. cs 

A letter from Toulon announces the departure thence for 
China of the war steam transport Weser ; she carricd with her 
three gun-boats and likewise a large quantity of military stores, 
with several passengers. She is only to touch at the Cape of 
Good Hope and at the island of Bourbon. The Weser is to be 
followed by the European, and in a few days after by the Japon. 
The stcam-frigate Impératrice Evgenie, which is likewise under 
orders for China, is in dock, and cannot leave for a month. 

A detachment of five companies of artillery artificers left 
here on the 5th inst., for Toulon, to embark with other detach- 
ments of the same corps for China. 

The Abbé Huc, formerly a missionary in China and Thibet, 
and well known for his excellent work on the last named 
country, died after a short illness, 

It is said, but scarcely believed, that as soon as the bull 
excommunicating the King of Piedmont is published Cardinal 
Morlot, Archbishop of Paris, means to resign his offices at court, 
all of them highly lucrative. The grand almonership alone is 
said to bring in £4,000 a ycar, and as a senator the right rev. 
prelate enjoys £1,200 per annum. 

The French Emperor has struck another blow at the authority 
of the Holy Father. The Moniteur of yesterday contaius an 
announcement to the effect that the Government, under existing 


circumstances, considers it to be its duty to recall attention to 
the following article of the Concordat, viz, “ That no bull, brief, 
rescript, mandate, provision, or other document from the Court 
of Rome, evea regarding private persons, ean be received, pub- 
lished, printed, or otherwise put into execution without the 
authorisation of the Govermment.” The Emperor is quite 
serious about it too, for on Sunday last, on the arrival of M. 
Veuillot in Paris from Rome by the Lyons railway he was sur- 
rounded by several policemen in plain clothes, who requested 
him to accompany them with his luggage to the Prefecture de 
Police. Arrived there, all his trunks were opened in his presence, 
all the papers taken out, the trunks were then returned to him, 
and he was told he was at liberty to go. Among the papers 
seized were several copies of the bull of excommunication, and 
private despatches for the Pope’s nuncio, Monseigueur Sacconi. 
No sooner was Veuillot out of the hands of the police than he 
drove to the nuncio’s, and told him what had happened. 
Sacconi waited on the Secretary for Forcign Affairs, and intimated 
that if his despatches were not restored within an hour he 
would apply for his passport. The threat was eficctual. But 
the despatches had been opened, and copics taken of them. 

French troops have already taken possession of the barracks 
at Nice, and Colonel Osmont, of the staff, has been appointed 
military governor (commandant de place). 

The announcement as to the probability of the meeting of a 


Congress is confirmed by the Independance Belge. According © 


to a despatch from Berne, published by that paper, Switzcrland 
is to have a seat in the Congress which is convened by France, 
Meanwhile, from what I hear of what is going on here, the 
French Government is making preparations which are utterly 
incomprehensible if negotiation, but perfectly intelligible if 
fighting, is the object in view. Preparations are making for 
the campaigning outfit of an army of 250,000 men, and all the 
officers and men on furlough have been ordered to join their 
corps. The regiments of the Imperial Guard are to be rcin- 
forced by 800 men, and the report as to certain regiments being 
reduced by two companies each has been officially contradicted. 
It is, moreover, noticed, not without dismay, that troops are 
being collected in large numbers close to the Prussian fronticr, 
so that for some time yet Europe is likely to be kept most un- 
pleasantly on the guz vive. The most mysterious part of the 
business (at all events to the uninitiated) is that the French 
Rentes keep rising, while on every other exchange in Europe 
they are falling. The common rumour, of course, is that the 
public funds are being sustained by immense private purchases 
on the Government’s account, made for the purpose of bam- 
boozling other nations into the belief that immeuse confidence 
is felt in the Emperor's pacific policy by those who ought to 
know most about it. 

There appears in the AMoniteur of Friday, for the first time 
since 1852, a full report of the proceedings in the Scuate. A 
debate took place on Thursday respecting the petitions praying 
for the use of force for the restoration of the Papal authori- 
tics in the Romagnas. The cardinals and bishops supported 
the prayer of the petitioners, which was opposed by the Go- 
vernment, and especially by M. Dupin, azxé, in a masterly 
speech, which reminded one of his efforts when his voice used 
to be raised against tyranny and oppression, in favour of liberty 
and persecuted right. The tendency of his argument, however, 
was to entirely absolve the Emperor from what had taken place 
in the Romagna. 

In commenting upon the effects of the commercial treaty 
with England, the Moniteur makes some very remarkable obscr- 
vations as to the benefits already derived by France from Mr. 
Cobden’s activity on behalf of the French manufacturers and 
the Manchester school :— 

“The treaty of commerce concluded between France and England is 
scarcely two months old, especially if the date of the exchange of 1atilica- 
tions be taken into account, and yet already, we are happy to state, it begins 
to exercise a faveurable intluence on the export trade of France. Itis known 
that the resolutions of the House of Commons are generally carried into 
effect after a first vote, before being drawn up in acts, Most of the exemp- 
tions ard reductions of duties which interest us were consequently on the 
other side of the Channel made applicab'e in the course of February and 
March ; and immediately commercial men prepared to reap the advantages 
caused by them.” 

The Presse contradicts, in the most positive manncr, and on 
authority, the statement which has recently becn made with 
respect to the illucss of the Shah of Persia. It declares that 
his Majesty has not had a single day’s indisposition, 

In the budget of the Marine Department of France, now be- 
fore the Council of State, a credit of 130,000 fr, for maritime 
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pisciculture—that is, the artificial breeding of fish ou the coasts 
—has for the first time been introduced, | 

Private letters have been received from several vessels of the 
French expedition, and, amongst others, one from a party on 
board the Rhone, in which there is nothing particular to quote, 
except one passage referring to the crossing of the line, which 
shows the ceremony observed on that occasion by French sailors. 

“ On the 11th January the equator was attained, when all those who had 
not previously crossed the line received the traditional baptism. The 
ceremony consists in being well dashed with water, havi'g the face 
dusted with flour, and the feet b'ackened with blacking—a mi der 
coating for the epidermis than tar—rather! On the eve of the day 
of cros-ing the line, the ‘Father of the Line’ hails the thip, when 
the following dialogue takes place. ‘Ship ahoy!’ ‘Holloa!’ ‘ What 


is the name of the ship that arrives in our ire?’ The Rhone. 
‘Name of the commander?’ ‘M. Picard.’ ‘Ah! we know him well, 
Have you passengers?’ ‘ Yes.” ‘Any sick?’ ‘Every soul on board is 


uncommonly well.’ ‘Glad to hear it.’ ‘And I am g'ad to eay 80.’ 
‘Have they paid the passage of the line?’ ‘No.’ ‘Very we'l,’ replies 
the Father of the Line, ‘I shall send my postilion.’ Then desc-nds fiom 
the top of the mainmast a sailor dressed as a pstilion, who meets aft a 
muiller and his ass; he seizes the donkey, not without settling the price. 
Mounted on the donkey, equipped simply in drawers, having his face and 
breast smutted, and ringing a bell, he arrives, preceded by a sailor quite 
naked, before the captain, to whom he delivers a letter, announcing the arrival 
of the Father of the Line. The captain, after glancing at the letter, presents 
wine to the postilion and his escort, the donkey included, who does not 
allow himself to be begged this time, although he has refused water all along. 
The next day, at an hour agreed upon, the father, accompanied by his wife, 
by Neptune, a priest, an astrologer, by several blacks representing different 
per.onages, and by four gendarmes charged to seize the body of those who 
refuse the baptism, ar:ives in a small car, and takes his place by the spot 
where the ceremony is to take place. The more important passengers, pro- 
vided with a piece of money which they deporit ina platter held by acabin- 
boy cisguis:d asa chorister, take their seats upon a plank placed across a 
tub filled with salt-water, and they are quits for a slight sprinkling of water 
in the face. As to the other passengers they find themselves upset in the 
tub by the sudden withdrawal of the plank. and receive in adiition two or 
three douches of water delivered from a height of three or four yards. A 
barber arrives who shaves them with flour and water, and a shoe-black who 
smears their bare feet and the leg of the:r trousers with water. The crowd 
is then baptised en masse with the ship's pumps and pailfuls of water dashed 
from above,” 





RUSSIA. 
Sr. Pererspora, April 5. 

An article in the Wiedomosti on the affair of the Peiho last 
year, has made a great sensation here, as it is generally ascribed 
to the pen of Captain Romanoff, attached to the suite of Count 
Murawieff-Amoorsky, in the capacity of courier and orderly 
oflicer. The writer states that he arrived in the Gulf of Petchili 
a fortnight after the disaster at the mouth of the Peiho. The 
first excitement in the minds of the Chinese at their signal 
success had cooled down, and it was therefore possible to obtain 
more trustworthy and impartial accounts of the transaction. 
The Chinese official reports agree generally with those published 
by England and France as to the causes that led to the unfor- 
tunate affair, and their reasons for fortifying the mouth of the 
river. The writer appears to have very decided views on the 
subject, and criticises very severely the conduct of Mr. Bruce, 
adding that the British had no right whatever, according to the 
laws of nations, to decide on the road the embassy should take 
in proceeding to Pekin, much less to endeavour to force it vi et 
armis. Tho mouths of the Peiho were, by analogy, to China 
what the Dardanelles are to Constantinople, and they were 
therefore justified in not opening it to the passage of foreign 
ships of war even for a pacific purpose, but still less for cram- 
ming down the throats of the Chinese the ratification of a 
treaty that nobody wanted, and into which they had been 
terrified. But by insisting on taking this road to the capital 
the English displayed a lamentable ignorance of the geography 
of China, for Pekin is not situated on the banks of the 
Peiho, but at a distance of twenty wersts from that river, 
so that, even if the British squadron had been successful in 
the attack of the Taku forts, Mr. Bruce would have been 
obliged, after all, to make his entry into the capital by land. 
“But,” continues the writer, “more ignominious than the 
defeat they suffered from the unjustifiable demands made by 
Mr. Bruce, is the state of inactivity in which the naval forces 
of Great Britain have shrouded themselves ever since their 
disaster. The British knew very well that those samo forts 
which so signally repulsed their endeavours to force the pas- 
sage of the river were perfectly open and undefended on the 
land side ;—they knew it, for they have themselves published 
plans and sketches of the locality. Therefore, with this 
knowledge, it was certainly an extraordinary piece of conduct 
to retreat altogether from the mouths of the Peiho, without 
making an attempt to take the forts in the rear which could 
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easily and successfully have been accomplished by landing 
five hundred sailors and marines beyond the range of the 
Chinese guns, two or three miles to the south, and march- 
ing across the country. And even if they were not dis- 
posed to make another attempt, but had contented themselves 
with observing on the following day the extreme fear of the 
consequences with which the Chinese were inspired from the 
success of their own spirited defence and well-directed fire, 
they would have convinced themselves that the Chinese, com- 
pletely panic-struck, had totally abandoned the forts, so that 
they could have been taken and occupied, or else blown up and 
destroyed by the English without any risk of further loss.” 
Finally the writer inquires why Mr. Bruce had not, before the 
employment of force, sent. somebody to the Bei-tan as proposed 
by the Chinese. He would then have convinced himself that 
that river is connected with the Peiho by a navigable canal, 
and that at the mouth of the Bei-tan are only a couple of small 
and very imperfectly armed batteries which could have offered 
no serious opposition, but whose guns would have been silenced 
by a few well-directed shells; in addition to which it is well 
known that the Bei-tan has ever been notified to foreign nations 
as the spot where the Chinese authorities are always ready to 
receive them with courtesy and enter into friendly relations 
with their ships of war. This also shows a gross ignorance 
and culpable negligence of the interests of his country on the 
part of the British Plenipotentiary. 


At the last meeting of the Russian Geographical Society an 
interesting paper was read by Captain Beniukoff, who has 
lately returned from a scientific and exploring journey in 
Eastern Siberia, on the valley of the River Ussuri, and the cul- 
tivation of the celebrated Chinese plant Jen-shen. It is won- 
derful to see what care and assiduity is expended by the natives 
on the cultivation of this rare plant, to the extraordinary me- 
dicinal qualities of which such healing properties are attributed. 
Its preparation has hitherto been kept religiously secret, but 
the captain ascertained that the roots, after being carefully 
separated from the stem and leaves, are boiled down and then 
wrapped in blotting-paper and dried. The inhabitants of the 
upper part of the valley of the Ussuri always carry some of this 
root with them when performing journeys, and use it in the 
shape of a decoction, which cures them immediately of fever 
and other maladies. Other tribes, such as the Gholds and the 
nomadic Arotchones, set no value on the plant, and when they 
find any they sell it to the Chinese, who are always willing pur- 
chasers of the same for a high price. Captain Beniukoff exhi- 
bited to the society a very perfect specimen of the root and plant 
he had dried and brought with him from Siberia. 


The Ussuri has its source in the southern part of the 
Sichota-Alin Mountains, and flows in a direction nearly north, 
with a trifling easterly deviation, so that its source and its 
mouth lie nearly in the same meridian of longitude (132 deg. 
30 min. east of Paris). The whole length of the river, from 
Sandagu to its confluence with the Amoor, is 770 wersts, 
whilst the distance in a straight line is only 450 wersts. Asa 
means of water communication between the Amoor and the 
north-western coast of the Sea of Japan, Captain Beniukoff 
considers the Ussuri of not much value at present, owing to its 
numerous rapids, sandbanks, and snags ; but it contains, on the 
other hand, all the elements required for a successful colonisa- 
tion, being one of the most fertile districts in Eastern Asia. 
It lies between the 44th and 47th degrees of north latitude, the 
hills are covered with forests, and the valleys contain magni« 
ficent pastures ; the climate is mild and salubrious, but the 
swarms of insects are a great nuisance, The population is but 
thin, Captain B, having found not more than 102 hamlets 
during the whole distance, many of these having but two or 
three houses, seldom more than a dozen, so that he calculates 
the whole number of inhabitants not to exceed 1,500. 

The entire attention of this country is directed towards London, Paris, 
and Turin. The population appear to have forgotten their dearest int: rests, 
to look for news from Great Britain and France. Telegraphic despatches 
received from these quarters are eagerly read, both by military men and 
civilians. Commercial affairs are in a state of stagnation; there is no money 
current, and the attacks of the journalists against the directors of joint. 
stock companies are not calculated to restore credit, To add to the distress, 
we are suffering from the severest winter experienced by the oldest inhabi- 
tant, The railways are in some places covered with snow to the depth of 
ten feet. The consequence is, that the trains are frequently stopped, and 
the engineers think themselves happy when they can return to the point 
from which they started. The extraordinary number of robberies at present 
noticed is attributed to the prevailing poverty. A few evenings since the 
Grand Duke Michael quitted the Winter Palace on foot, to visit a military 
establishment on the other side of the Neva, and while crossing the river 
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on the ice he was ge by two men, enveloped in the caftan, who delibe- 
rately. stripped him of his pelisse, and told him with the greatest effrontery 
to hasten his pace, or he might suffer from the cold. 

The number of births in St. Petersburg in 1858 amounted to 17,685 
(9,174 boys, 8,511 girls), while the deaths were 19,077. This fact, which 
occurs every year, demonstrates that, as the deathsexceed the births, the 
population of that city is only kept up by immigration. The number of 
illegitimate births increases, while marriages are diminishing. At Moscow, 
the number of births was 11,267 (5,822 boysand 5,445 girls), and that of 
deaths, 11,703. 





HOLLAND. 
AmsTERDAM, April 8. 

In order to neutralise the pernicious dissemination of false 
intelligence relating to the affairs of the East Indies for stock- 
jobbing purposes, such as the news circulated not long ago, pur- 
porting to be a telegram from Batavia and representing the 
fears of a rising of the natives to be so general that 
the Europeans went about armed to the teeth in the expectation 
of a general massacre, the merchants of Batavia have formed an 
association for the purpose of seuding a telegram with authen- 
tic information to the Amsterdam Exchange and that of Rot- 
terdam by each overland mail. A declaration to this effect has 
been published in the newspapers here, and posted on the 
Exchange and at the reading and news-rooms in this city. It 
is dated Batavia, 7th February, 1860, and bears the signatures 
of the following firms :—Adam and Co.; Busing, Schroeder, 
and Co. ; Cassalette and Co.; Cezard and Co.; W. Cores de 
Vries ; Dummler and Co. ; Engelhard and Co.; Gumprich and 
Strauss ; Haager and Schuurman; B. Kopersmit and Co. ;

The Amsterdam Handelsblad having stated a few days ago 
that Lieutenant-General van Swicten had been appointed Go- 
vernor-General of the Dutch Colonies in the Indian Archipelago, 
the Rotterdam Courant is authorised to contradict the report as 
One without the smallest foundation. 

A pamphlet has just appeared at the Hague which has caused 
@ vast sensation from the assertions it contains on the affairs of 
the Indian possessions. It is written by Mr. Vitalis, and is 
entitled “Remarks on the Impression made in Holland by the 
News of Unexpected Events in the Indian Archipelago.” The 
object of the publication seems to be to prove that the Colonial 
Minister ought to be allowed to devote his whole time and at- 
tention to the administration of the colonies, which he is unable 
to do, from being pestered every day with Parliamentary inter- 
pellations, Secondly, that both the Colonial Minister and the 
Governor-General ought to be solely responsible for their con- 
duct to the king, in order to counteract the more effectually the 
yearly increasing religious fanaticism of the Mohammedans, 
and avoid a repetition of the horrors committed in British 
India ; and finally that the Statcs-General, in requiring the 
Colonial Minister to act in accordance with the principles of a 
constitutional government, are playing with the fire and paving 
the way for the loss of these possessions. 

At an auction held this week of 330 chests of Japanese 
vegetable wax imported by the Carolina from Batavia, the 
quality marked A fetched 43 florins, B 41 florins, GD 40 florins, 
and 30 chests AB 42 florins. 

According to the official statistics received from the East, the 
population of Java and Madura amounts to 20,331 Europeans, 
138,356 Chinese, 24,615 Arabians and other foreign orientals, 
11,405,596 free natives, and 5,260 native serfs, making to- 
gether a total of 11,594,158. The increase of the year was 
303,708, being something under 3 per cent. The number of 
native chieftains or princes is 106,105, and that of the native 
priests is stated to be 56,993. The population of the other 
Dutch possessions in the Eastern Archipelago is 5,477,540, 
making a grand total of more than 17,000,000 under Dutch 
laws and the Dutch flag. 





UNITED STATES, 


A special despatch of the 22nd ult. from Washington has the 
following in reference to the United States’ relations with Japan : 


“ Consul-General Harris, writing from Yeddo to the Secretary of State, 
says that American affairs there are in an unsatisfactory condition. The 
Japanese evade the faithful observation of the most important of the treaty 
stipulations or meet them with a passive resistance. He adds that he is un- 
wearied in his efforts to convince the Government of the dangerous course 


it is pursuing, and until its eyes are opened to the perils it incurs by its pre« 
sent course no change for the better can bs looked for. The documents sent 
to the Senate to-day mention the fact that Lord Elgin has requested the 
Japanese to send an ambassador direct to England. but they evaded the appli- 
cation, giving this country the preference. O:ders were sent out by the 
Secretary of the Navy to land the Embassy to this country at New York, 
but our Consul-General urges that they be brought directly to Washington. 
They will be entertained at the public expense. The high dignitaries and 
servants number 73.” 


The ship Worway arrived at Havana, and delivered to the 
contractors 937 coolies, 1,085 having been taken on board at 
Macao, of which 98 were lost overboard and by disease during 
the voyage. This vessel has been visited by a good many 
people who are curious in such matters. The Consul-Gencral 
of the United States, his family, and several friends dined on 
board, 

We regret to add that a mutiny occurred on board this 
vessel shortly after leaving China, the coolies setting fire to the 
ship in two places. The crew from aloft, and those below, tried 
to seize the boats and leave the ship, when the surgeon, an Eng- 
lish gentleman, drew his pistol and threatened to shoot the first 
man who dared to make that attempt. The crew then rallied, 
and went to the assistance of the officers, and a fight ensued, 
which continued from six in the evening until after daylight 
next morning. Thirty of the coolies were killed, and more 
than ninety were wounded, before the mutiny was quclled, 
Mrs. Johnston and child, who were passengers, died from the 
effects of fright. 

Another massacre is reported to have been perpetrated, by 
a Chinaman, on board the Spray, called in New York John 
Low.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Ixpran Finaxce.—(26.) The Karl of Exrexsonove wished to ask 
the noble duke opposite a question with respect to the statements which 
appeared recently in the newspapers in regard to the financial plang 
arranged for India. He wished to know whether her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment were now enabled to lay the details of those plans before the House, 
and whether those plans had received their previous sanction, He was the 
more anxious on this question, for he thought there must be some mistake 
as to the details. If those details were correct, then by those plans an in- 
come-tax would be imposed in India on every private soldicr in her Ma- 
jesty’s cavalry and artillery, upon every non-commissioned officer in her Ma- 
jesty’s infantry, and he was not sure but it would strike every priva‘e in the 
infantry ; at any rate the difference would be only that of a few shillings. 
It would also affect every commissioned officer in the native army and every 
private in the irregular cavalry ; thus combining the interests of the whole 
army with the interests of the people in opposition to the plan. And he 
might add, what everyone knew, the difficulty, if not the impossibility, of ob- 
taining trustworthy commissioners to hear and decide appeals from over as 
sessments.—The Duke of ArayLu said he had received no notice of this 
question, and therefore was not prepared to give an answer. If his right 
hon. friend the Secretary of State for Indian Affairs had received the finan- 
cial plans referied to it must have been since he (the duke) last saw him, 
He hoped his noble friend would abstain from any comments on the scheme 
till it was fully stated and explained in Parliament, because it was natural to 
suppose that there must be many mistakes in the details of the plan as it 
was now given. He might add, it was physically impossible that the plan 
could have received the previous sanction of her Majesty’s Government. 

Carna.—(Narch 30), Earl Grey, after present'ng a petition from Leeds, 
condemning the late proceedings in China, rose to move for an estimate, ag 
nearly as the same could be ma'e out, of the probable cost of the expedition 
to China up to the close of the financial year 1860 ¢1—the said es:imate to 
include the pay and supplies for her Majesty's naval and Jand forces (whether 
of the regular or Indian army), if they should continue in China to the above 
date, together with all charges for transport and freight, military stores and 
coals. The noble Earl said, the object of his motion was to obtain some 
information as to the probable cost of the expedition to China. The infor- 
mation they now possessed on the subject was very scanty and meagre. All 
they knew was, that in another place the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
stated that the expense incurred in the present financial year—that was the 
year which closed to-morrow—was somewhere about a million. That, he 
must remind their Lordships, was an expense incurred by her Majesty’s 
Government, as the result of measures they took three or four months before 
Parliament assembled, and without having the slightest authority from Par- 
liament for incurring that expense. Their lordships had not yet thought 
proper to institute any discussion in reference to this matter, and the other 
House of Parliament, which was more especially the guardian of the public 
money, had taken no notice whatever of the expenditure. But he was old- 
fashioned enough to feel that this large expenditure ought not to have been 
incurred on the sole authority of her Majesty's Government, without Parlia- 
ment having had any opportunity of expressing its opinion. The Secretary 
of State for War had also stated that her Majesty’s Government, in the esti- 
mates before Parliament for the coming year, had made provision to the ex- 
tent of two and a half millions as the cost of the expedition; but added 
that he would not speculate as to what the cost of these operations would 
eventually prove. He (Earl Grey) thought it was highly prudent in the 
Secretary of State to decline any such speculation, for he would be indeed a 
bold man who would venture to predict what the cost of these operations 
would prove. They only knew that there must be enormous expense at~ 
tending the conduct of military operations carried on at such a distance from 
our resources, and where such uncertainty existed as to how long they might 
continue, Even if these operations were brought to ag early and successful 
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a close as it was possible to hope for, still considerable expense would be 
incurred, and of that expense they ought to have some estimate. He knew 
it was impossible that anything like an accurate estimate could be made, 
nor was that at all necessary or desirable. But their lordships ought to be 
informed what it was anticipated the services already determined on would 
cost in romd numbers, and supposing no unforeseen contingencics should 
arise. Her Majesty’s Government ought at least to Jay before Parliament 
the cost of conveying to China and maintaining there till the close of the 
financial year the large naval and land forces which had already been ordered 
there. That estimate he proposed their lordships should call for, He pro- 
posed to take it to the close of the next financial year, because he must be 
sanguine indeed who could expect the return of the expedition before that 
period ; and if it shou!d, the cost of the return voyage would more than ab- 
sorb the reduction of expenses. It was highly necessary that this estimate 
should be giv.n, that their lordships and the country might have the oppor- 
tunity of clearly understanding what they were going to do, and the probable 
burdens which they were about to undertake. It was the more necessary 
because if it were not done the result would be that her Majesty's Govern- 
ment would be allowed to adopt measures, to undertake a great expedition, 
and tocommence a long war, without consulting Parliament on the subject. 
The ancient practice of Parliament was, that when war, involving probably 
a large expenditure of money, was imminent,.it was the duty of ministers, 
at the earliest period in their power, to call on Parliament to give their best 
advice to the Crown, and to share in the responsibility of ministers. That 
rule, which he ventured to think was a wise and wholesome one, had not 
been followed in the present instance. It was true that the other House of 
Parliament had been asked for 850,000 for the expenses a'ready incurred ; 
but no formal judgment of Parliament had been asked on the question, and 
their lordships had had no opportunity of expressing an opinion on it. That 
would be a convenient course for a Government to follow ; but he did not 
believe it was consistent with the principles of the constitution, nor did he 
think it was just to the members of cither House of Parliament or to the 
nation at Jarve. It would be a convenient course for the Government to 
throw the papers ‘on the table, as thereby they rendered a vote of censure 
against them more difficult of attainment, for it was much more easy to 
avoid a vote of censure than to obtain a vote of approval for the course 
they had adopted. It wasa difficult and invidious thing for members of 
either House of Parliament to propose a vote of censure; but this he would 
say, it was by no means just to throw upon Parliament the responsibility of 
a silent acquiescence, although the measures which the Government had 
taken might, in the opinion of Parliament, be erroncous. Still less was 
it just to the nation, because it was not to be expected that private 
members would come forward in the character of azcusers, It was not just 
that the nation should have to bear the burden of costly military and naval 
preparations and the dangers of a protracted war, without having the ques- 
tion in the first place submitted to the consideration of Parliam-nt. But 
thouzh he thought, for these reasons, the course taken by Government 
was one that he could not approve, he was not surprised that they had 
foll.wed it. It showed impliedly that they had litule confidence in the 
strength of the c:se which they would have had to submit to Parliament 
had they come forward to ask its support. Had they ventured to do 
Bo, they would have been called on to prove that the quarrel with China 
was a just one; to show that the Chinese were not entitled by the law of 
nations to resis: by furce an attempt to break down the barriers erected for 
the protection of the river which gave acce-s by water to their capital; how 
it waa that the precedents which had been followed in the wars with other 
nations, and especially in the last war with Russia, bad been neglected in 
this instance ; how it was, in short, that a convention had not been signed 
with France, detining clearly the ob‘ect of the war. In condacting com- 
bined cperations with an alled and independent power, there were always 
difficulties to be overcome in order to maintain cord‘ality with each other, 
and to prevent jealuusies and animositics from arising. but in order to 
guard against these dangers it had been customary at the very earliest pos- 
sible period, before anything was done, that the terms should be clearly de- 
fined, 80 that there should be left no room for doubt or dispute as to the real 
objects for which they were combined, and what each of the allied Powers 
would expect from the other. Nothing should be left to a vague under- 
standing ; nothing to conversations, of which there might be an imperfect and 
jarring recollection, Whatever was settled in passing conversation ought to 
be recorded in writing in due diplomatic form. The precedent of the Crimean 
war showed that -uch precautions were not needlessly observed ; and still 
more recent events showed that one, at least, of the stipulations included in 
the convention of the Russian war, would not have been superfluous in this 
instavce—that n.ither of the contracting parties should seck for themselves 
territorial acquisitions in conscquence of the war. Would such a precaution 
have been needless now, afier what we h.d seen during the last month ? 
(Ucar, hear.) Lad the que-tion been submitted to Parliament the question 
would lave been a-ked of ministers, “ What advantages are to be derived 
fr.m the war} What are the anticipated ends of all this costly preparation ? 
And are the cost and risk and the end commensurate one to the other?” 
They had been told tha’ this great expedition had been sent out to enforce 
the performance of the treaty ot Tien-tsin, and to obtain an apology from the 
Enuperor of China for the oc.urrences which had taken place at the mouths 
of tue Peiho River. But there was not a particle of evidence that, without 
any expedition, there would be any obs’acle to the fulfilment of the treaty, 
oud he must add that ifan apology was all that was wanted, we should have 
to pay very dearly for it—tor an apology froma semi-barbarous rovercign we 
should have to pay £5,000,000 or £6,000,000 of money. If it were pro- 
posed to obtain frum the Chinese by force concessions which they would not 
yield except to furce, then it appeared to him that those concessions would 
be oi very little value ; for what goarantee was there that as soon as this 
force should be withdrawn, the concessions would not also cease to operate 4 
It should not be forgotten that a large land force was to be sent, the ditti- 
culty of transpor.ing which was very great. Then there were the dangers 
of climate, the difticultics of obtaining supples, and the uncertainties which 
Must exist as to the measures proper to be adopted. In short, it appeared to 
him to be an act of yreat rashness to send, under such circumstances, 80 
large a land force to China. ut suppose the operation to be as successful 
48 desired —what would be the result 2 What interest had we in Cnina be- 
zou the extension of our trade} Were we to burn the Chinese towns, 
“4ughter the people, devastate the country, and bring upon it all the inevi- 


table calamities of wart Every blow which struck a¢. China more er lees 
recoiled on ourselves; and supposing the sucseas of our aems 20 t a 
would overthrow the existing government of Chima, why then we should be 
in a worse position than ever. The results would be to China most disns- 
trous, to ourselves anything but beneficial. He assured their lordships that, 
from the best information he could gather, such » shock as it was proposed te 
give the Chinese Government was not at all unlikely te overturn it; and 
that which it might be very easy to overthrow it might be very difficult te 
provide a substitute for, How were peace and order to be maintained in that 
immense empire if the machinery by which they had hitherto been preserved 
were now destroyed?) We had had some experience of former doings at 
Canton, where our proceedings had brought upon that portion of the Chinese 
empire a state of anarchy. Hitherto our trade with China had been flourish- 
ing. That prosperity had depended on the manner in which the Chinese 
Government had maintained order and security, so that the people were able 
to carry on the operations of agriculture, and produce tea and the othe. 
articles which formed the basis of their commerce with England. But should 
there ensue a state of anarchy, not only would a vast trade between China 
and England be hazarded, but also the very important trade between China 
and India. He believed that in such an event not less than between 
£7,000,000 and £8,000,000 of revenue would be sacrificed. He feared 


| there was too much reason for believing that the rebellion in the Chinese 


empire was the consequence of our former war with China in 1840. He had 
enjoyed the advantage of a conversation with Dr. Wilson, who told him that 
it was to thit war, and the large pecuniary indemnity which England en- 
forced from China at its termination, that the rebellion was owing; that 

it her finances and her Government were crippled and paralysed, her Govern- 
ment officers were left unpaid, and in every instance there was greater suf- 
fering than there ever had been before; that by the war the maintenance of 
order and security was destroyed; and Dr. Wilson described in most movi 
terms the ruin and misery which arose from that msecurity, and from the 
disorganisation of Government ending in the rebellion. In consequence of 
that rebellion many of the productions of China had fallen off, and with pro- 
duction of course trade likewise. He did not ask their lordships to pronounce 
any judgment on the policy of her Majesty’s Government on this subject, nor 
on the justice of the ground they had takenup. In moving for those returns: 
he had abstained from going iuto details, In the position in which he stood, 
connected with no party in the House, having no right to look for any sup- 
port, he certainly felt he could not ask their lordships to pronounce a judg- 
ment on so great a question. Therefore it was that he avoided entering more 
fully on this wide field. He had touched the mere surface of it for the pur 
pose of showing their lerdships that there were large questions that ought to 
be considered, and that it was the duty of Government themselves to invite 
to them the attention and judgment of Parliament, The noble earl concluded 
by moving for the returns.—The Duke of Somenser said the noble carl 
had asked for the probable cost of the Chinese expedition, and yet had 
himself observed that he would be a bold man who would speculate on ite 
cost. The noble earl then had answered himself; he had asked for 
that which he admitted neither Parliament nor the Government could 
supply. He wished to ca!l their lordships’ attention to the position in which 
they stood as regarded the events which took place at the mouths of the 
Peiho River last year. Those occurrences had taken place before he came 
into office, and, therefore, he (the Duke of Somerset) no more considered 
himself responsible for them than was the noble earl. To pretend to any 
responsibility for such transactions would be going quite beyond all Parlia- 
mentary precedent, But it ought not to be forgotten that when the news of 
those occurrences reached England the public mind was thrown into a state 
of very great alarm, for it was feared from the reports that neither British. 
life nor property were safe at Amoy, Shanghai, or Canton. Under such 
circumstances he asked, was it not the duty of the Admiralty to take imme- 
diate steps for the sending out of a force sufficient to protect the lives and 
properties of British subjecta? (Hear.) The noble earl, indeed, said that 
Parliament ought to have been summoned; but such was not the opinion of 
Lord Derby, and it was plain that no advantage could result from sum~ 
moning Parliament, but that, on the contrary, it would greatly increase the 
alarm which already prevailed. What the people of England required was, 
that immediate steps should be taken to redress the wrong, and retaliate 
on the Chinese for the outrage they had committed. Parliament were 
perfectly aware of the course which the Government took. The papers and 
instructions to Mr. Bruce had been laid upon the table; and they had 
shown sufficiently the mild and moderate course which had been adopted by 
her Majesty’s Governmen’. He could not, then, understand what course 
the noble earl would have desired. Ie did not know what the noble earl 
thouht they ought to have done. The noble earl had expressed his 
opinion that there was no ou:rage on the part of the Chinese. He 
(the Duke of Bomeise!) thought that there had throughout been du- 
plicity and deception, Had there been cn the part of the Chinese commis- 
sioners a distinct announcement that the ambassadors could not come up the 
Peiho, that would have been open and honest conduct ; but they said that 
they might come, and when th-y attempted to do so, they found the barri- 
cades. If that was not evasive conduct, he (the Duke of Somerset) did not 
know what was. ‘The noble earl told their Jordships that this Chinese ex- 
pedit‘on was a new policy. He (the Duke of Somerset) could not concur 
in that view of the matter. A treaty had be n made with the Chinese by 
his noble friend near him (Lord Elgin), which was to have been ratified. 
The Chineze, instead of ratifying it, came te re-ist the progress of the am- 
bassador, who was proceeding up their country to have it ratified. The pre 
sent state of affairs could therefore only be considered as a return to that 
which had existed before those events, From 1839 to the present time, our 
relations with China hal been very unsatis‘actory. Within that time there 
had been several wars with China. The noble carl said that the great in- 
crease in the year's war estima.es was to be attributed to this exped tion. 
Four or five times since 1840 we had had a large force in China. In 1843 
we had more men there than at present. The reason why our relations with 
China had been so very unsatisfactory was, that we had never been able to 
communicate directly with the principal government. We had been obliged 
to communicate with the Chinese viceroys, one of whom would take one 
view, and another another view. It was true that the Imperial Government 
of China in some cases disavowed the acts of their viceroys. Some cf them 
had their heads cut off, whi'e others were advised to commit sucide, for 
that was the way they got rid of ministers in China —(laughter)—but we 
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wanted to have eur relations placed on a satisfactory footing, and to have 
direct communication with the court of Pekin. He could not see what 
milder course could have been adopted than that which had been pursued. 
In his capazity as First Lord of the Admiralty, he could not censure Ad- 
miral Hope, who, a# well as the officers and crew, had displayed very great 
try and bravery. The noble earl had said that the Government were 
estroying our trade with China by these expeditions. That would be un- 
fortanate, but the same thing had been said many times during the last 
twenty years, notwithetanding which that trade had pone on increasing. 
The value of the products experted from this country to China in the period 
frem 1834 to 1842 was £926,000; from 1843 to 1850, £1,700,000 ; and 
frem 1851 to 1859, £,2,299,000. (Hear, hear). It would be impossible at 
that moment to give the cost of the expedition, heeause it was clear that the 
expenditure must depend om the occurrences which might hereafter take 
place. .What the Government wished was to send a large force to China, 
and tell the Chinese that if they agreed to our demands there would be 
sey but at the same time shew them that we must have redress for what 
oceurred, and that im futare we must have direct relatiors with the prin- 
cipal court. We had a much greater force in China in the beginning of 
1858 than we should have when this expedition arrived, We had had 
constantly, within the last twenty years, a fluctuating but considerable force 
in China. He put down the additional force being sent to China at about 
5,000 men. The great cost of a war in China was occasioned by the trans- 
port of the troops. He pnt down the item for that at £200,000, which he 
thought would be required to bring the additional force outand home, For 
ceals he put dewn £50,000. The whole navy estimates for next year on ac- 
count of this expedition he put down at £680,000. He would not, how- 
ever, pledge himself to the accuracy of this estimate, but it was as near as 
he could bring the figures from his present information. He could not con- 
ceive that the Government could have taken a more moderate course, except 
they sent an apology to the Chinese. (Langhter.) It had been predicted by 
some persons that the trade of Canton would be entirely destroyed by the 
Occupation of it by foreigners. He was, however, informed that this was 
not the case, and that an officer eould give an order to a tradesman in Can- 
tom with the same certainty of having it executed and the goods sent home to 
his as if he were dealing with a shopkeeper in Regent-street. He hoped, 
however that we might soon be able to give up Canton, as its retention was 
expensive. Ithad been said that a joint expedition en the part of this coun- 
try and France was inconvenient, but seeing that the French and English 
officers stood side by side at the Peiho, and that the insult offered to them 
was offered to them jointly, he did not see how the expedition could have 
been anything buta joint one. After his statement of the probable ex- 
— of the naval forees and of the transport of troops, and cost of coals, he 
oped his noble friend would not press his motion for the return, which it 
would be difficult to fernish in the way proposed by the noble earl. (Hear.) 
—The Earl of Matwzspory :SIt is not my intention to trespass on your 
lordships’ time at any length. I think the noble earl who brought this sub- 
jeet under your lordships’ notice was quite right when he deprecated any 
debate on what may be called the China question, but my noble frieud the noble 
duke opposite has entered largely on that question, and i think I should hardly 
be doing justice to the Government of which I had the honour to be a mem- 
ber if I did not make some observations on what has been stated by the 
noble duke, (Hear, hear.) I have been particularly anxious not to make 
any comments on what passed on the Peiho, lest I might be thought to be 
in some degree criticising the actions and the conduct of Mr. Bruce, who 
was placed, most undoubtedly, in one of the most difficult situations ever 
occupied by any public servant. (Hear, hear.) But I cannot. submit to 
have it supposed—much as I appreciate Mr. Bruce’s ability, and sensible 
though I am of the difficulty of his position—that I give that entire appro- 
bation to his proceedings on that occasion which my silence might be taken 
to imply, and, therefore, after what my noble friend (the Duke of Somerset) 
has stated, I felt obliged to state my opinions with respect to what passed. 
(Hear.) Undoubtedly Mr. Bruce followed his instructions most faithfully 
in many respects; but those instructions did not foresee the events which 
subsequently took place. I confess I had foreseen that all that finesse 
which had been said to characterise their former proceedings would be again 
had recourse to by these barbarians, but I did not expect that hostilities or 
the application of force would result from what was proposed to be done. 
Those instructions to Mr. Bruce were therefore forwarded on the supposi- 
tion that matters would be carried out without any fighting on any side, 
(Hear.) The spirit of those instructions—which I am sorry I have not 
before me, because it is difficult to recollect phrases—was, that Mr. Bruce 
should insist that the treaty should be ratified. Many of the noble lords 
present are very conversant with the terms of diplomatic correspondence, and 
they will hardly say that the word “insist” in such co.respondence bears 
any other meaning than that there should, in case of necessity, be a pressure 
of argument and a positive determination verbally expressed that such and 
such an event should take place, (Hear, hear.) Certainly the word 
* insist” would not imply that any further steps we:e considered necessary. 
(Hear, hear.) I do not blame Mr. Bruce for what took place beyond this 
—that having a very wide latitude for action, I think he exhibited too much 
precipitancy. (Hear, hear.) That isthe only fault I have to find with 
him, and in saying that I think I ought to explain myself. It appears from 
the papers furnished to Parliament that the original commissioners who had 
negotiated the treaty entered into a correspondence with Mr. Bruce. He 
insisted on the treaty being carried out. They said they must communi- 
cate with the court of Pekin on the matter, and on the 12th of June, I think 
it was, they informed Mr. Bruce that they had sent a courier to Pekin who 
must take eleven or twelve days to reach that city, though he rode at the 
rate of 200 mils aday. This courier carried to Pekin the proposals and 
4eterminations of Mr. Bruce, and was to bring back the reply of the Imperial 
court to those propositions. He could not have reached the Imperial city be- 
fore the 22nd or 23rd June, and then three or four days ought reasonably 
to have been allowed the Government to consider the proposals and what 
answer it should return to them, (Hear, hear.) But, my lords, if I under- 
stand those papers accurately, it was on the 20th of the same month Mr. 
Bruce and the English and French admirals determined to attack the mouth 
of the Peiho, I be:ieve it was on the 24th, or within a day or two of that 
date, the battle was fought. It appears to me, therefore, that it was phy- 
sically impossible for the reply to Mr. Bruce's ultimatum, sent by the origi- 
nal commissioners to Pekin, to have come from that city to the mouth of the 


Peiho. In my opinion, then, Mr. Bruce's fault, and his only one, was his 

not waiting for the arrival of the reply to the despatch of the commissioners 
who had forwarded his ultimatum to Pekin. It may have been purely an 

error in the Chinese commissioner, who offered him another way up, which, 

perhaps, he was quite right in refusing to accept; but that official had no 

connection with the correspondence which was at that time going on with 

the capital. (Hear, hear.) I can only judge from what I see in the papers, 
for though Mr. Bruce's despatch is directed to me, and wis sent over to me, 

I received no private letter from him, or anything that would elucidate his 

reasons for acting as he did further than his statements in the public 

despatch. He may have had other reasons than those therein stated, and I 

should like to know how that is; but, judging from what I have before me, 

I think his fault was precipitation in hurrying forward before he could rea- 
sonably have had an answer from the Chinese government. (Hear.) The 
noble duke says'that we should not be afraid of our trade with China suffer- 
ing from those transactions, because that trade has continued to go on, 
though we have had from time to time duringa period of many years 
several wars with the Chinese. Now, I tiink this isa post hoc propter hoc 
argument of my noble /riend, and that it is not logical. ‘he fact of our trade 
with the Ohinese surviving our previous hostilities with them does not prove 
that if those hostilities had not taken place that trade would not} have been 
much better. (Hear, hear.) Iam not one who would consent to see the 
honour of this country not maintained. It is necessary to have the treaty 
ratified, and therefore, I cannot find fault with the Government for this ex- 
pedition ; but I must express my opinion on a point which I consider to be 
very important. We are apt to talk of the Chinese nation as a barbarian 
nation, and of its government as a barbarian government. We may eall 
them so if we please, but the Chinese government is anything but a barbarian 
government. They are a very clever peop’e and a very well-educated 
people, and I believe that they have very nearly as much knowledge of 
what is going on as we have ourselves. But supposing this so-called bar- 
barian government to be really barbarous, I do not think the way to 
civilise them is by treating them as barbarians. (Hear, hear.) At one mo- 
ment we treat the Chinese as a barbarous, and at another as a civilised 
people. When the Government send out an ambassador to China they 
usually send outa gentleman connected with one of the first fawilies in this 

country, appointed and gazetted with all the regular forms of diplomatic 
appointment, such as those by which Lord Cowley or any other ambassador 
is appointed ; he is presented by the Foreign Secretary to kiss the Queen’s 
hand ; all the titles and powers of an ambassador are conferred upon him; 
he goes out with the usual retinue and staff, and more than that, on the oc- 
casion of sending an ambassador to China, he went out with letters from 
the Sovereign. Then the question arises, why was not international law 
observed, and a declaration{of war made} The noble lord the Secretary for 
the Colonies, when speaking on this question the other night, said that we 
had always been in a state of war, and that we were in a state of war 
although the treaty was made and ratified, but I will remind the House that 
that was not the original state of things. The original state was a state of 
peace, because war had not been declared at all, If the Chinese are to be 
treated as any other European state or sovereign by sending out an ambas 
sador, the same forms and ceremonies ought to be observed with respect to 
peace and declara‘ions of war. The noble duke has said that no other 
course can be followed. I think this course might have been followed. I 
think that Mr. Bruce might have taken upon himself the responsibility of 
negotiating the matter with the Chincse Government, and have said that ifthe 
demands of our Government were not acceded to war would be declared by 
England against Cuina; and I do not think that the Chinese are 80 
thoroughly benighted and stupid as not to understand the menaces of war. 
Even uow I eay that, having treated the Emperor of China as other sove- 
reigns, and placed him on the same footing as you do our Queen, you ought 
not to carry this war out without a legitimate declaration of war. I know 
that objections may be raised against it, and that objections may be raised ag 
regards our trade and commerce, but that is no reason why you should 
keep up the anomaly that exists, that the usual course of action on 
such occasions should be violated, and that, alihough the Chinese have 
been designated a barbarous peuple, that is no reason why they should not 
adopt the system of international law. By not doing so you will expose 
yourselves to the cruel chance of having your prisoners iil-treated, because 
there was no declaration of war. Another d fliculty would arise in connec- 
tion with blockades, The last time that hostilitics took place in China it 
was the greatest good fortune that there were none but lritish ships en- 
gaged, because there was no doubt that if our ships hid sto;-ped the vessels 
of other countries without having declared blockade they would hive vio- 
Jated or evaded the law of nations. I cannot help thinking that even for our 
own credit, and allied as we are with such a great empire as France, our 
operations will be made legal by a declaration of war. I agree with the 
noble duke that we cannot be expected to make anything like a near esti- 
mate of the expenses incurred, and that it would be deceiving the House 
and the country to attempt to do so, and I think all that we can do is toask 
for money on account. I hope noble loids will believe what I have said 
with reference to the conduct of Mr. Bruce, and I think that under 
the circumstances the noble earl nced not press his request.—The Eurl 
of Ergin said.—With the prospect before me of being required to proceed 
from this country to China, in the hope of interposng the friendly 
oftices of this country in connection with the unfortunate hostilities that have 
broken out in that countiy, I cannot but feel that I should not be taking a 
course conducive to public interest if, by any premature expression of opinion 
in this House, I were to fetter the discretion which it is absolutely necessary 
that I should possess :f I may hope to achieve any beneficial result by my 
mission. Connected as I have recently been with the diplomatic proceedings 
that have taken place in China, personally connected and deeply interested 
as I must be, because of my connection with an individual who represents 
her Majesty’s Government in China, I cannot but feel that I might, perhaps, 

be chargeable with want of respect to your lordships if I were altogether to 

maintain silence on this occasion, more particularly as it is impossible for me 

to pass over what fell from the noble earl who spoke last. The noble earl 

has confined his reproof and reflection on Mr. Bruce to one particular topic, 

and considered that he acted precipitately in not giving sufficient time for 

the transmission of the communication he made to the Imperia! commissioners 

at Shanghai, ag to the return of the expedition at the mouth of the Peiho,

The London & China Celegraph. 
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LORD ELGIN’S SECOND MISSION, 


It is to be regretted that any event should have interfered to 
delay the departure of Lord Elgin on his second mission to 
China. The Chinese, being eminently a practical people, will 
assume that the cause which will be assigned, viz., the 
death of his respected mother, is only a convenient 
excuse prevalent among themsclves. The whole of the English 
and French expedition will have reached China in the present 
month, and must be located at Canton until further orders. 
The various reports as to the French proceeding direct to 
Shanghai will all prove to be incorrect. By the present mail 
we have advices of the arrival at Hong Kong of the French 
General Montauban, and he will find himself in a very tedious 
position waiting the decision of the Ambassadors ; and if Lord 
Elgin can succeed in establishing pacific councils with his allies, 
we shall consider him fortunate. It is not however to be expected 
that the French will turn round and come back without striking 
a blow. If his lordship were left to act without the encumbrance 
of alliance, we feel confident he would bring our present diffi- 
culties to a successful issue. The French alliance in this expedition 
will prove his greatest trouble. It will no doubt be attempted 
to procure from the court of Pekin some sort of reply to our 
demands through Mr. Bruce, so as it were for the affair to be in 
such a state on the arrival of Lord Elgin, that he will have 
nothing to do but to decide on at once proceeding to Tientsin 
by force, or otherwise. If his lordship or the allied com- 
manders have any idea of entering on the campaign this year, 
not a moment must be lost. Allowing that he procecds by 
next mail, it will be about the 6th of June on arrival at Hong 
Kong, where, to shorten matters, Mr. Bruce may mect him and 
be able to inform him of the result of any correspondence or de- 
mands made on the Court of Pekin. If his lordship should 
find them to be of a nature calculated to inspire him with con- 
fidence, that a desire exists to carry out the treaty in all its 
bearings, he will doubtless proceed to Tientsin and from thence 
to Pekin; but if, on the other hand, the attitude of the 
court is decidedly hostile, we doubt if the allied commanders 
will be prepared to at once proceed, knowing they must either 
be out of those waters by the end of October, or winter 
round Pekin. From the speech made by Lord Elgin in the 
House of Lords, we observe that he is fully impressed with 
the necessity of our ambassador holding the right to visit 
Pekin when circumstances may require it, His lordship quoted 
an instance from the experience of Mr. Alcock in the following 
terms :— 

“ A very excellent gentleman, who is now in Japan, and who in one of 
the blue books has written a paper indicating a warm end kindly fecling 
towards the Chinese—a few years ago—Mr. Alcock—found it necessary to 
go and stop the whole junk trade proceeding to Pekin, and to threaten the 
capital with starvation. Some inquire why do you want to go to Pekin? 
No one ever thought that we had any other object in going to Pekin, except 
the interests of trade ; but that we cannot accomplish unless you establish 
security for merchants and property, which, under the existing state of 
things, does not exist. Had not Mr. Alcock so acted, he would have had to 
refer to the governor of Hong Kong, 800 miles off, and the governor of 
Hong Kong would have had to make his communication in turn to the 
Viceroy at Canton, and if the latter wanted instructions, he would have to 
communicate with the capital at adelay of two or three months. In conse- 
quence of this, by the summary, but, in point of international law, unjusti- 
fiable course taken by Mr. Alcock, the ma:ter was settled in the course of a 
week that might otherwise have taken six months.” 


In our summary of news it will be seen that already the 
pioneer vesscls have left for the scene of operations at the 
North, but the following extract from the Times correspon- 


dent’s letter from Calcutta, received this day, indicates that the 
further despatch of troops is arrested from India. This was 
indicated as most probable in our last, and it increases the 
urgency for the presence of Lord Elgin on the field. 

“Sir Hope Grant left Calcutta for Singapore on the 26th of February, 
but the stores have scarcely begun to be sent, There is no chance of opera- 
tions before July, and nobody on this side of the water believes there is any 
chance at all. General Mansfield has gone to Bombay to await final orders, 
He did not decline to go to China, as reported, but simply pointed out cer- 
tain inconveniences which his selection as second in command might occa 
sion. If the Commander-in-Chief, or rather in this case the Cabinet, adhere 
to the original plan, he will join his command in excellent time.” 


Tae Curia Exrepition,—The French gunboats for China, it 
is now announced, are going, and a small number of artillery 
artificers. Reinforcements for the various Queen’s regiments 
will proceed in May and June, but at prescnt nothing is 
doing. 

Tue New Rovre To Carna.—Arrangements are in progress to 
form a company to open the road from Pegu to Esmok, on the 
south-western frontier. 

Tue Coote Trapve.—The press has ventilated the atrocities 
connected with this trade, but has overlooked the fact of the 
importation into Havana being stopped. 





Pekin via St. Peterspurc.—The St. Petersburg Gazette con- 
tains the following communication :— 


“ The Pekin rail of the 21st January has come to hand. Our missions, 
both religious and diplomatic, are in a satisfactory state, and all the persons 
connected with them are in good health. There is no political news of any 
importance. The insurgents continue their operations with various success. 
Somgobing Sen, who commanded at the victory over the Europeans at 
Peiho, is now at Pekin, having been summoned thither to give advice ree 
specting the fortification of the coast against the Europeans. Besides the 
Gulf of Petchili, they are also fortifying Sham-Khi-Houang, to which place 
Mongol troops have been sent.” 

The Arcona, Prussian screw frigate, Commodore Sundswall, sailed from 
Spithead, for China and Japan, at 11 a.m. yesterday, the 12th, 

The Whirlwind had arrived at Demerara with 377 free emigrants 0: 
whom 56 were women from China, after a quick passage. She was despatched 
by Mr. Austin. Her passage was only 78 days, of which six were spent at 
the Cape. His Excellency the Governor, Mrs. Wodehouse, the Hon. Wil- 
liam Walker, Mrs. Walker, and other ladies and gentlemen went on board 
to look at the new-comers, the arrival of Chinese women being quite an 
epoch in the history of the colony. The people were all in excellent health, 
and appeared quite cheerful and contented. Not a death occurred on the 
passage. 

Seventeen of the crew of the hired transport Havering, stranded at Ply 
mouth, were brought before the Stonehouse magistrates on the 8rd inst., on 
a charge of insubordination and refusal to do duty, and were sentenced to 
two months’ imprisonment at Exeter. 

The P. and O. Co.’s new steamer Mfussilia, Captain Black, ran the mea 
sured mile at Stokes Bay, at an average speed of fourteen knots per hour. « 

At the last meeting of the Manchester Literary and Philosophical Society, 
two large pans of cast iron were exhibited, procured by Mr. Worthington 
from China, where they are used for boiling rice. 

Mr. Reuter, the head of the great telegraphic establishment in the city, 
was presented at the last leree by Lord Palmerston, which is considered to be 
rather significant as being a German; he should have been presented by his 
consul, 

Mr. Robinson Clerk, late army chaplain with the forces in China, has 
been cast, and £300 damages in an action for breach of promise brought by 
Mise Paxton, a niece of Sir Joseph Paxton. 7 

Mr. Laurence Oliphant, late secretary to Lord Elgin’s mission, has been 
lately in Switzerland, and given his experiences in letters to the 7imes. 

The Persian steamer Persian is ordered to proceed to the Red Sea, and 
is to be engaged in the conveyance of passengers and goods between the 
ports in the Ked Sea and Suez. 

The correspondence between the Home Government and Mr. Alcock, her 
Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, has just been 
published. The correspondence dates from June 16, 1859, to January 7th 
of the present year. Altogether there are forty-five despatches, which occupy 
a space of one hundred and one small folio pages, 

The notifications issued in November by Capt. Vyse, Acting Consul at 
Kanagawa, have been published in the Zimes, and their composition rather 
severely handled. It will be remembered that his appointment was chal- 
lenged, before he left this country, in the House of Commons. 

Lota FrrNaNDEZ THE PASSENGER To Hoxa Konc.—Our renders will 
remember that this clever impostor succeeded, about the middle of January 
last, in obtaining a cabin passage to Hong Kong in the ship Sir William 
Peel, at the expense of the Government transport authorities, after imposing 
upon, and obtaining money from, Sir Robert Carden, at the Mansion House, 
Mr. Richards, comptroller of the transport service, and many other persons 
in London and elsewhere. ‘“ Lola Fernandez” has written to England in 
her own name—Mary Margaret Hughes. She had the impudence to write 
to the detective inspector who had charge of her in London, thanking him 
“for past favours,” and promising that if she “should ever come his way 
again, she will give him another turn.” She dates from Santa Cros, where 
the Sir Robert Peel had put in to coal and water. The postage of the letter 
2s., she forgot to pay ; but the letter encloses one for her aunt, & very poor 
woman in Manchester, and it may reasonably be supposed that the letter to 
the inspector was merely a ruse to save her aunt the postage. 
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THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 

The present mail conveys three sergeants and fifty men of the 
new Army Hospital Corps to Hong Kong, under charge of 
Lieut. Morrah and Staff-Surgeon D. F. Rennie, M.D. The men 
composing this detachment have undergone a course of training 
at Aldershot. It has been decided to establish a sanatorium 
at the Cape for invalids to be conveyed from China. No other 
troops or vessels have left, but it is reported that drafts from 
the following regiments will proceed to India and China in May 
and June :— 

First battalion 1st Royals, 1 sergeant, 3 drummers, and 60 rank and file ; 
let battalion 6th Regiment,4 sergeants and 59 rank and file; 54th, 80 rank 
and file; 56th, 1 drummer and 139 rank and file; 66th, 4 sergeants and 
85 rank and file; 88th, 1 sergeant, 1 drummer, and 188 rank and file; 1st 
battalion 5th Regiment, 129 rank and file; 34th, 75 rank and file; 87th, 
1 sergeant, 1 drummer, and 120 rank and file; 38th, 1 sergeant, 2 drum- 
mers, and 65 rank and file’; 44th, 90 rank and file ; and 97th, 80 rank and 
file; making a grand total of 12 sergeants, 8 drummers, and 1,119 rank 
and file, The draft of 90 rank and file from the 44th, together with three 
officers, are actually under orders for China, and instructions for them to 
leave Colchester are expected daily. The strength of the force at present 
in the camp is as follows:— 9th battalion, 2 field officers, 9 captains, 16 
subalterns, 7 staff sergeants, 40 sergeants, 20 drummers, and 1,127 rank 
and file; 10th battalion, 2 field officers, 10 captains, 23 subalterns, 6 staff 
sergeants, 52 sergean 8,17 drummers, and 1,505 rank and file; in all, 
2,836 officers and men. Some 17 men of the 44th, 22 of the 66th, and 33 
of the 1st Royals, who have served 10 years in India, are about to receive 
their discharge after joining their depots in the camp. 

The 31st (Huntingdonshire) Regiment having been despatched from 
Poonah to China, orders have been received at the depot, Chatham garrison, 
for 102 non-commissioned officers and men to be held in readiness to embark 
for China to reinforce the service companies. The subalterns ordered to 
embark with the reinforcements are—Ensign I. Parsons and Ensign G. M. 
Lambert. The 31st depot at Chatham is upwards of 300 strong, and 
yy are still joining. The service companies have been in India since

. The Melbourne transport for China has put into Rio with her 
machinery out oforder. She was to leave there on 4th March, 
for Hong Kong, under canvas, 

The Russian frigate Askold, from Japan, in Plymouth Sound, saluted the 
flag of Sir C. Fremantle, K.C.B., on the arrival of the Admiral from Lisbon. 
The compliment was duly acknowledged by the Royal Altert, 121. 

The Prussian store-ship Else, which we noticed in our last, {has left 
Southampton for China and Japan, calling at Teneriffe, Monte Video, 
Batavia, and Singapore, en route. The frigate Arcona is now taking in 
her powder, &c., at Portsmouth, and will leave in a few days. 





In consequence of the great increase which has recently taken place in 
the detachments of Royal Engineers at head-quarters, Chatham—which, 
exclusive of the usual companies, now number 500 men—orders have been 
given for the formation of three divisions, or depot companies, each of 
which will be under the sole charge of separate officers. One of these 
divisions has been already formed and placed under the command of Captain 
G. Langley, the depot company consisting of 100 men. A second company 
will be formed on the 15th inct., and placed under the charge of C.ptain 
B. O. Hewett, who will join head-quarters on that date for that purpose. 
The remaining portion of the detachment will still be undcr the charge of 
the adjutant of Royal Engineers. Nearly the whole of the recruits who 
have recently joined this branch of the service are skilled mechanics and 
handicraftsmen, including draughtsmen, photographers, surveyors, and en- 
gravers. 

The military authorities have determined to increase the age at which 

candidates shall be eligible for appointment to commissions in the army from 
17 to 18 years, 
te We have beard it rmmoured that the successor to Rear-Admiral Baynes, 
whose period of service as Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific squadron ex- 
pires in July, will probably be Rear-Admiral Lord Edward Russell, C.B. 
. Lieutenant R. P. Jenkins, R.N., has been appointed Admiralty agent on 
the Southampton station. This officer was first lieutenant of her Majesty's 
ship Cormorant, which was sunk by the Chinese during the attack on the 
Peiho forts, 

There is no foundation whatever for the statements given in a mili- 
tary papers that the remainder of the Militia is to be called out into active 
service. On the contr:ry, those battalions which are now out are ordered 
to be sent immediately to their respective counties, where they are to be 
ischarged without delay. The quarters now occupied by the Militia are 
required for the regiments coming home from India, where it is found that a 
much greater force can be s;ared than was supposed some time back. In 
fact, it is expected that 60,000 Kuropean troops will be ‘ound amply suffi- 
cient for India, It is satisfactory to know that the battalions on home 
service and the depots of the regiments serving abread are nearly up to 
their full strength complement, and the regular army has never been ina 
more efficient state. 

The crev of the new screw steam-frigate Forte, 51 guns, bearinz the flag 
of Rear-Admiral of the White the Hon. Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B., for 
the Cape, have been paid their advance at Sheerness. 

The Wrangler, 4, screw gun-vessel, of 160 horse-power, at Seeerness, is 
to be commissioned immediately, with a complement of sixty-five officers and 
men. Commander Anthony,Hiley Hosens was appointed to the command 
of the Slaney gun-boat in April, 1857, and served in China until promoted 
to commander, Feb. 26, 1858. 

- His Royal Highness the General Commanding-in-Chief, with the con- 
currence of the Secretary of State for War, directs that the bounty for 
recruits, both of the royal artillery and the line, be reduced to to £2 and a 
free kit, which is to be appropriated in the following manner, until further 


notice—viz., to the recruit, on being attested, in cash, 2s, 6d.; on final 
approval by the inspecting field officer, in cash, 7s.

Now, I would remind the noble lord that Mr. Bruce had extended the period 
of his delay at the mouth of the Peiho, and that he did not proceed to move 
up the river at the time specified in the treaty, previously to which the time 
for the ratification of the treaty had pa:sed over. It is true that, if the 
Chinese had been acting with good faith throughout this delay, had there 
been no bad intentions, it would not have mattered, and I am ready to 
admit that it would have been better to have run the risk. It was ex- 
plained that it was out of consideration for the Chinese Government that we 
allowed the period fixed for the ratification of the treaty to pass over, and that 
we faced the inconvenience of the delay, and I am quite ready to make the 
admission ; but I will remind the noble earl that that is not exactly the state 
of the case, because, acting under the instructions of the noble earl himself, I 
communicated to the Chinese commissioners that Mr. Bruce was on his way 
for the purpose of proceeding to Pekin, there to exchange ratifications of the 
treaty, and in order to conciliate the Chinese authorities to the utmost extent. 
I have been reproached very often, when things were more bright and hope- 
ful than now, with having made concessions to the Chinese, but I made these 
concessions to the Chinese finding how unwilling they were to tolerate the 
presence of a permanent minister at Pekin, although I still believe and hold 
most firmly to the opinion, that unless, in some shape or in some form or 
other, we have direct relations with the court of Pekin, I feel confident that 
we never shall have permanent peace with that country. Notwithstanding 
that feeling, and in order to meet the objections of the Chinese commis- 
sioners, I stated—and in doing so I believe I obtained the full approval of 
the noble earl—to the commissioners that if they received with all due 
honour her Majesty's representative when he came out to exchange ratifica- 
tions of the treaty, and if they carried out in perfect fidelity every other 
clause of it, I would submit it to her Majesty’s Government that it would 
be desirable that her Majesty should exercise the option conferred on her 
under the treaty of ‘lien-ts‘n not to establish a minister permanently at the 
capital, but to send him from time to time to the capital, as circumstances 
might arise and render it desirable. Consequently, the Chinese commis- 
sioners not only knew that Mr, Bruce was coming up in order to exchan 
ratifications of the treaty, but I had, as I thought, laid before them the 
strongest possible inducements I could devise to induce them to receive him 
properly and at the proper time ; and if, on indications of bad faith, Mr. 
Bruce had allowed the period for the ratification of the treaty to pass, and if 
in consequence of that circumstance difficulties were raised to the ratification 
of the treaty, and if it had further been known that the naval authorities had 
informed him some days before that there was no diffi-ulty in removing these 
obstructions, I feel confident that a very heavy responsibility would rest on 
Mr. Bruce, and the non-ratification of the treaty and all the consequent evils 
that might have followed would have to be thrown upon him. The noble 
duke has explained the difficulty that there is in meeting the specific motion 
made by the noble earl, and I sincerely hope—nay more, entertain the most 
confident expectation—that the result will prove that my noble friend has 
taken a most exaggerated view of the liability which these unfortunate affairs 
in China will entail on this country. This, to a certain extent, is a specula- 
tive question, but there is another question of a most momentous and im- 
portant character. What are the measures by the adoption of which we ma 
best hope to bring this unfortunate state of affairs to a close, and establis 
peace with China upon a footing that will relieve us for the future of the 
h-avy expenses they incur, and the heavy annual expenditure for the protec- 
tion of our trade? Thit isa practical que tion which has necessarily occu- 
pied the attention of prac:ical men interested in China, whether as merchants, 
philanthropists, or statesmen. It has occurred to some of them, and the 
opinion ie shared by her Majesty's Government, that as I negotiated the 
treaty of Tien-tsin, acting with my distinguished and able colleague, Baron 
Gros, the representative of the French Emperor, and whose honour and 
loyalty I cannot speak of too strongly, or in terms too warm—it is possible 
that our return to the field of action at the present time might give the 
Chinese Emperor an opportunity of proposing t-rms of accommodation and 
of intimating that it really is his intention to carry out faithfully and honour- 
ably the stipulations of the treaty of Tien-tsin. As regards my proceeding to 
China on this errand and the communication as to which first reached me in 
Paris, I can only say that, as a public se:vant, I am by no meas insensible 
of the honour of a seat in her Majesty’s council, or indifferent to other ad- 
vantages I might forego by proceeding on this mission, but I felt that no 
considerations of this d scription should militate against my doing a public 
duty. There was only one difficulty, and although a personal matter, I 
appeal to the sympathies of your lordships. I could not have undertaken 
this mission if I felt that its proposal implied on the part of her Majesty’s 
Government any slight or reflection on my relative who represents the 
Government in that country. I have been assured that that is not the case, 
and that there is no want of confidence in my relative, but the reason of its 
being supposed that I might have some advantages in dealing with this ques- 
tion arises, in the firat place, from the circumstances to which | have alluded ; 
and in the second plac, from the fact that I have naturally, proceeding from 
this country, greater means than he can possibly have of knowing what are 
the sentiments of her Majesty’s Government; and I think I may add 
in consequence of what took place during the recent visit I paid to the 
French capital—knowing, also, what are the sentiments of the French Go- 
vernment on the subject. I can only say that my object in proceeding to 
that country is to defeat, by all the means I can, the calculations made by 
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the noble lord behind me, as to the eost and evils that will attend this ques- 
tion. As regards the question of trade and commerce, it might be very well 
if we could go back to the state of things that existed during the time of the 
Indian monopoly, when the trade between this country and China was con- 
ducted at one port, and by a primitive body of merchants. That wasa 
condition of thi:gs not very favourable to the extension of commercial in 
tercourse ; and although it had certain advantages, it is impossible for us to 
revert to such a state of things. Evenif we were willing to return, sti!l it 
would be imposcible to induce other nations to do a0, who had also obtained 
treaties with the Chinese. Therefore, what we have to do is to put our 
commercial and other relations on the best and safest footing. The Emperor 
of China had entered into a treaty of obligations, but owing to the arrange- 
ments under which our commercial intercourse has been conducted since the 
treaty of Nankin, it has been utterly impossible ever to solve any difficulty 
that has occurred between the countries, except either by war or by acts of 
war ; and I am prepared to show, if we were to go into that question, that 
not one single year has passed since the ratification of the treaty of Nankin 
during which individual consuls at ports have not taken on themselves acts 
of war. It is true they had not been followed up, but if they had been 
they would have had either to have supported their own consul, or have 
abandoned their own representative. These acts of war have been com- 
mitted by consuls having the highest reputation for consideration and kind- 
ness towards the Chinese. <A very excellent gentleman, who is now in 
Japan, and who in one of the blue books has wrilten a paper indicating a 
warm and kindly feel ng towards the Chinese—a few years ago—Mr. Alcock 
—found it necessary to go and stop the whole junk trade proceeding to 
Pekin, and to threaten the capital with starvation, Some inquire why do 
yeu want to go to Pekin? No one ever thought that we had any other 
object in going to Pekin, except the interests of trade; but that we eannot 
accomplish unless you establish security for merchants and property, which, 
under the existing state of things, does not exist. Had not Mr. Alcock so 
acted, he would have had to refer to the governor of Hong Kong, 8U0 miles 
off, and the governor of Hong Kong would have had to make his communi- 
cation in turn to the Viceroy at Canton, and if the latter wanted instruc- 
tions, he would have to communicate with the capital at a delay of two or 
three months. In consequence of this, by the summary, but, in point of 
international law, unjustifiable course taken by Mr. Alcock, the matter was 
settled in the course of a week that might otherwise have taken six months. 
I maintain, therefore, that it is desirable to put an end to that state of 
things ; and although there is a certain amount of reluctance on the part of 
the Chinese Government, I am confident it is the greatest kindness that you 
can possibly confer upon the Chinese Emperor; because most of the difticul- 
ties into which the Chinese get, arise from their entire ignorance of foreigners, 
of their power, and of the principles by which they are guided; and no 
doubt if we had a resident in that country, and an establishment where they 
had communications with the capital—if we had an intelligent minister re- 
presenting this and other countries, no doubt they would be able to advise 
- the Chinese government, and keep them out of the many scrapes and diffi- 
culties into which they fall Proceeding to that coun:ry, my object will be 
to carry out my instructions, and bring these proceedings to a close. I am 
not so wedded to any # molapisag! opinions of my own a; to have the slightest 
intention of pressing them on others; but with respect to the neccasity of a 
Geclarution of war, it is really a very serious business, The nobie earl may, 
perhaps, not have considered all the consequences that would follow if we 
resorted to this mode of carrying on communications with China. It would 
compromise, to a very large amount, the revenues both of India and Eng- 
land. ‘he Chinese do not want to make any declaration of war that would 
carry destruction and devastation among the p-ople, aud that would also 
entail ruin ani distress on large bodies of British and other merchants in 
the China trade, besides inilicting a most unnecessary and enormous 
amount of misery on a portion of the population of China with whom 
we never had a quarrel, and who were always desirous of main- 
taining the best of terms and the most amicable relations with us. 
If affairs in the north of China are conducted as I hope they will be—and 
I have perfect confidence in the gallantry and prudence of both the military 
and naval author ties out there—and if they have the issue I confidently 
believe they will have, any acts of war which are committed there will take 
place chietly between our troops and the troops of the Emperor of China. 
I do not undervalue the loss of human life even under these circumstances, 
but that is, comparatively speaking, a lesser evil than the consequences that 
we should entail on the great population of the rest of China if we resorted 
to @ general war.—The Karl of Matmussory wished to explain that be 
did not mean to express a desire that any further pressure should be placed 
upon the population of China; but if we were going to undertake a war 
which would employ 20,000 men, he thought that sugh a war should be 
preceded by a declaration of war against the Kmperor of Cuina. He 
would remind the noble carl that the arguments which, on this subject, he 
had applied to Cuina would equally apply to any other nation.—'The Karl 
of Euexuonoven: My lords, I cannot refuse myself the gratification of 
stating publicly that I think no public man was ever called on to make 
greater sacrifices than those which the noble earl is asked to make when he 
ig requested to return to the scene of his former labours in China; and I 
think that, for his public spirit in accepting the duty, he deserves the 
highest gratitude on the part of bis country. I have no doubt at all that it 
is impossible to find anywhere any person to whom the conduct of the 
Negotiations with the Chinese government cau be intrusted with so much 
hope of success, through the means of peace, as to the noble carl. He has 
hitherto conducted, as far as I can understand, all the negotiations with 
great ability—I might say, perhaps, with fortunate audacity—but at the 
game time with a degree of ability which we rarely find in the exercise of 
public functions—(cheers) ; and it is particularly fortunate that he should 
again be associated with the sume ambaasador on the part of France, with 
whom his relat‘ons have always been those of personal amity and friendship. 
Under these circumstances I entertain a better h»pe than under any other 
circumstances I could entertain of a pacific result; bu: I do think he has 
reat ditliculties to encounter in this, that, in conducting his negotiations 
With the view of peace, be will be compelled to co-operate with a power 
which his not the same interest or the same views. We desire nothing but 
ce, the desire of France is honour without peace: we desire to shake 
ds and be on good terms with the Emperor of China, whilst the 
French have declared that their desire is-to “chastise.” That is a 


word that never ought to be admitted into the intercourse of civilised 
states, and I do hope that no feeling of that description can ever 
affect the noble earl. It is a sad thing to be compelled to go on with 
a war in which it is almost equally to be regretted that we should at 
tain success or endure failure. Failure would bring to us not only great 
material loss, but also great misgivings; and success, such as may be obtained 
by military operations, would produce one of the greatest, most appalling, 
and most extensive calamities with which the human race has ever been 
afflicted. Unfortunately we have one example of this in the dreadful war 
in 1842; and it cannot be doubted that in any advance of hostile arms to 
the city of Pekin, the prospect which would appear to the inhabitants would 
lead to the sacrifice of every woman and every child by their fathers and 
th ir relations. This is the dreaiful effect which our success would pros 
duce. Nor can it be doubted that the occupation of the city even for a 
short period would destroy altogether the autiority of the Chinese Govern. 
ment from one end of the empire to the otier, and give general triumph and 
victory to that horrible collection of men—hardly to te classed, indeed, ss 
human being»—who, as rebels, have for many years been desolating that 
land. The noble earl saw with his own eyes the dreadful sufferings of am 
entire po; u'ation, and Iam sure his sentiments of huvanity will induce 
him to do all he can to preserve the power of that Gove:nment, the existence 
of which is the only means of re-establishing that prosperity which once 
existed in China, I have the greatest confidence in the opinion of the noble 
earl, and, indeed, no one has entitled himself so fully to respect when 
he gives an opinion in reference to China, but I confess I never have been 
able to compre‘.end the importance that has always been attached to the 
presence of a liritish minister at Pekin. If the British minister were ad- 
mitted into Pekin willingly and with the desire on the part of the Chinese 
Government to have him there for the purpose of commumication and advice, 
and for the purpose of preventing these calimities, then, no doubt, the pre 
sence of such a minister would be of the greatest value to the Chinese 
Government ; but if the British minister is forced into Pekin, and if he re- 
mains there, @ constant humi iation to the Chinese Government, I cannot 
understand how we can expect that his presence will be productive of that 
benefit which has been expected. The noble earl has referred to a most 
interesting and valuable paper in the blue book-—a paper by Mr. Alcock— 
and I do entreat noble lords to read and ponder over what is stated by him 
Your lerdships will see from that paper that un'ess our own merchants are 
controlled there is no hepe of permanent peace with China. (Hear) I 
feel confident that it is to this, more than to any other circumstance, that we 
may trace cur difficulties in China, During that period when the mer 
chants trading in China were under the strict control of the East India 
Company there was no war, and a single ship occasionally visiting Canton 
was perfectly sufficient to preserve the respect which ou-ht to be entertained 
towards us; but since that time there has been a continual succession of 
wars, and I know not one of them which cannot directly or indirectly be 
traced to the reckless avarice of our own people, or to which such conduct 
has not materially contributed. As to this war I hold it in utter horror. It 
is unjust ; it was so from the beginning. It is not lawful to make war for 
the purpose of making money; it isa crime. We have received one great 
rebuke during the progress of our operations since this war began, and I 
hope we may not receive another and a greater one ; but we are now in @ 
position in which it is, perhaps, impossible to arrest ourcourse. It isa pom- 
tion, however, which we have brought on ourselves; it is fo.nded om 
wrong, and wrong will not be continually protected by P:ovidence. I will 
not, on this occasion, say more on this distressing subject ; d'stressing to me 
because I am acquainted more than most other persons with the real natura 
of a war in China, for I had a considerable share on a former occasion im 
directing the operations. My lords, there were statements in the despatches 
which I then received giving an account of the sufferings of the people im 
connze:ion with the war which I durst not publish; I wold nt publicly 
make known the horrors that came under my notice in connection with 
that war, 1 fear it is difficilt for us at any time so to conduct the 
war as t> avoid a repetition of siwilar things: but I feel convinced that the 
noble earl, seeing the importance of his mission, how deeply it affects the 
honour and interests of his country, and the much higher objects of hu- 
manity, wi!l endeavour, to the utmost of his power, to bring these sad hosti- 
lities to a pacific termination. (LIear, hear.) —Earl Gney, in reply, s:id he 
was persuaded that there would not be much difficulty in affording the m- 
formation which he asked for, for all he wanted was an a-pr ximate caleula- 
tion; but if the Government told him tbat they would not, or could not, 
give the informat'on, it was not for him to press the matter further. He 
quite agree 1 with the noble duke that it was m-st proper to send reinforce- 
ments to protect the lives and properties of Eng'is‘imen, but he wanted to 
know whether 18,000 or 20,000 men were to be sent out in the approaching 
summer for the protection simply of our interests. Le complained that we 
were makin preparat ons for an offensive war. He thouzht that their lord- 
ships ought to have been invited to express their opinion when the whole 
question could have been carefully considered. He siill hop-d that though 
late this question would still be brought before them; fr if it were he was 
persuaded that those communications which the noble earl who last spoke 
hai referred to would require to be laid before jthe House, and that the 
memorandum of Mr. A!cock would r-quire especial attention. In his opinion 
it was impossible to re:d that memeraudum without blushing for the character 
of Enylishaien in those parts of the world, He should no: press his mo 
tion.—The Earl of ELLENBonovGH said that having on one occasion been 
compelled to make an estimate of th’s kind he could say that it was pere 
fectly possible to do so, for it was done in avery shot time, and he be 
lieved turned out to be perfectly correct.—The subject then dropp-d. 

Yue Ixpran Licensing System.—(30.) Lord Uvenstoxe said he had a 
petition to present from a meeting of the merchants and inbabitants of 
Liombay, unconnected with the Government, to arre-t the Government 
Licences Bill, The mecting was a public one, called by the sheriif, and 
attended by almost all the influential inhabitants, by the merchants, lawyers, 
and commercial men of Bombay, After a full discussion the meeting agreed 
to the petition which he was now about to present, condemning the Govern 
ment measure as unj.st and unequal, and praying that the House of Lords 
would prevent its bec-ming law. He could not pretend to be possessed of so 
much local information or to have studied the question so deeply us to give 
any opinion of his own on the subject, but he had no hesitation in ealling 
their loidships’ attention to the matter, both on account of the importance of 
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the subject and on account of the large number of influential signatures 
appended to it. On these grounds he was confident the petition would 
receive from their lordships that respectful consideration to which it was 80 
justly entitled. In the course of the discussion which took place at the 
meeting, he observed it was stated that a former petition which had been 
gent from Bombay had been received by their lordships with silent con- 
tempt. Now, he felt certain that nothing of the kind could have occurred in 
their lordships* house, and that this feeling must have arisen from some mis- 
apprehension ; but he alluded to this matter now because he felt certain that 
this petition would receive from their lordships’ bands all attention, and that 
their lordships would not proceed to discuss the question without giving to 
the statements contained in this petition all the consideration which they s0 
well deserved.—The Duke of Arcyut said he could not recollect that any 
petition representing the opinions of any portion of the inhabitants of India 
was received either by the Government or by their lordships with silent 
contempt. He recollected in the course of last session, and during the 
former government of Lord Palmerston, that several petitions were presented 
from various parts of India by noble friends near him, but they were uni- 
formly introduced by the noble lords who presented them with observations 
stating the purport of the petitions, and calling the attention of the House to 
the importance ef their representations, and these were met by such respect- 
ful observations from the Government and other noble lords as the subject 
required. As regarded the petition which his noble friend presented, it was 
too late, in the best sense of the word, for it referred to the licensing system 
which Mr. Wilson distinctly stated in his address was abandoned by the Go- 
vernment because it was based on unequal and unsound principles,—The 
Marquis of CLANRIGARDE was undersiood to confirm the statement of the 
noble duke, that no petition, either from Bombay or any other part of India, 
had been treated with contempt. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Cu1na.—(March 26). In the course of one of those ill-directed and well- 
understood attacks which Mr. Horsman has been incessantly making against 
the Government of late, the hon. gentleman said—In respect to 
the joint expedition of the British and French forces to China, it was known 
that some serious differences existed between the Governments of the two 
countries. It had been stated that the French Government had come to 
the determination not to assist England in her movements towards China, 
unle-s the latter agreed to assist France out of her difficulties in Italy, That 
matter having been subsequently arranged the joint expedition to China 
went forward, and the results were now generally known. But as to the 
correspondence that took place between the two Governments in relation to 
the Chinese expedition, not a line of it had ever been laid on the table of the 
House, nor had a question been asked on the subject. (Hear, hear.)—[N.B. 
Mr. Horsman’s constituents at Stroud have held a meeting at which he has 
been unanimously denounced as having altogether betrayed the trust reposed 
in him by the liberal majority which returned him to Parliament.J— 
To which Lord Joun RusseLu immediately alluded in his reply as follows: 
—Then, with regard to China, the right hon. gentleman told them that they 
asked for the assistance of the French in China, and that the Government 
received for reply that the French would only give us that assis ance if we 
assisted the French policy in Italy, and that a bargain was thereupon made. 
That was another imagination of the right hon. gentleman's, but whether it 
was his own, or whether he had picked it up from some of those telegraphs 
which fly about the world and have litle authority, he (Lord J. Russell) 
knew not, but, at all events, the House should not be misled by taking every- 
thing for certain that the right hon. gentleman said. (Hear.) 

Mr. Tarrant and THE “ Friexp or Curna.”—(3.) In answer toa 
question from Mr. 8. Jamxs, Mr. Fortescue said, that immediately on the 
receipt of the despatch forwarded from this country to the Governor of 
Hong Kong, relative to the imprisonment of Mr. Tarrant, the editor of the 
Friend of China, that gentleman was liberated. (Hear.) 


Spirit of the Press. 


DEBATES IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS ON CHINA. 

From time to time those quiet, gentlemanlike conversations which are held 
in the House of Lords touch China in their range of topics. On Friday 
night Lord Grey, not unseasonably, turned the current of their lordships’ 
speculations in this direction, The First Lord of the Admiralty, the Se- 
cretary for Foreign Affairs under Lord Derby’s Government, the Plenipo- 
tenti:iry Elect to China, and the late Governor-General of India, who bad 
himsel: in past years directed operations against China, all applied them- 
selses to keep the ball flying, and to give liveliness and vividness to the dis- 
cussion. We distant listeners, who are admitted to a'l these gentle, unevent- 
ful conversations, by the agency of an almost unseen machinery, might ex- 
pect to learn from the words of such eminent men all that we could wish to 
know. Surely such men as these must all have sharp and well-defined 
ideas as to the causes that have produced past events, and which must ac- 
upon the future} Such men would draw from their large philosophy a 
well-poised comparison between the stagnant civilisation ot the East and 
the energetic movement of the West, and would teil us how the ordinary 
principles of action which guide European nations in their conduct towards 
each other must be modified when we attempt to arrive at just ends in our 
intercourse with the great semi-barbaric power. These exp-ctations are 
not, however, altogether fulfilled when we read what these illustrious state.- 
men said. Lord Grey was curious only as to the expense of the m.litary 
and naval operations; Lord Malmesbury was scandalised only that we had 
not applied our Western principles of international law with a sufticiently 
pedantic ininuteness when dealing with an empire to which these principles 
are unknown. Lord Ellenborongh was shocked that either we or our ally 
should th'nk of “chastising” an act so unimportant as the destruction of 
some hundreds of our eoldiers and sailors. Lord Elgin was explanatory of 
what was passed, but by no means commmnicative as to the course of action 
which he proposed to himself in his new embassy. There was not in the 
conversation of any of these noblemen, except only in that of Lord Elgin, 
the evidences of reading and inquiry upon the {matter in debate which we 
might look for in personages of such prominent position seeking to direct a 
national policy, When Lord Ellenborough tells us that “ the advance of a 





hostile army on Pekin, with the prospect of its being captured, would be 
sufficient to cause every woman and every child within its walls to be 
sacrificed by their relatives,” we think of the very recent capture of Canton, 
and we wonder that an eminent nobleman should tell us such an old wife's 
tale. When Lord Grey tells us, upon the authority of a random remark by 
that poor old Gutzlaff, who was ridiculous even in‘ his own day, that the 
Chinese indemnity had produced the Chinese rebellion, we wonder that so 
earnest a speaker should never have looked into those standard histories 
compiled from reccived Chinese authorities which relate a constant succes 
sion of Chinese rebellions, rising to dates beyond the vista of our mest 
ancient histories, Lord Grey might with equal justice have said that the 
military character of the French nation had its origin in the battle of Wa- 
terloo. But amid the “ points” which were made in this House of Lordg 
discussion there is one of such great practical importance that it ought not to 
be allowed to pass without some farther ventilation. Lord Malmesbury 
was most pertinacious in his reiterated demand that before any warlike 
operations were undertaken against the forces of the Emperor of China war 
should be declared. “ Why,” he asks, “ were not the principles of inter- 
national law observed, and a declaration of war made in due form?” Again, 
in the same speech he says :—“ As the Chinese were treated as a European 
State, in sending out an ambassador, so he would employ the same forms 
and ceremonies with respect to war and Once more reverting to 
this subject, he complains that “it was an anomaly that a civilised nation 
should conduct hostilities without a declaration of war.” Now, this is 
counsel from a high authority to commit a very disastrous blunder. What we 
call a declaration of war, whether in the shape of a proclamation by heralds, 
or an advertisement in the London Gazette, or an order in Oouncil, isa raw J 
as unknown ia China as a Christmas dinner of plum-pudding and roast 

The Chinese would never hear of the pageant at the Royal Exchange, and 
would never read the advertisement. If they were informed of both they 
would not understand them, and it wonld be impossible to explain them, 
The thing ia outside the orbit of their ideas. As they would not under- 
stand what a declaration of war means, it follows that the fact could not ins 
fluence their conduct. It would impose no new obligations upon them, but 
it would impose very great obligations upon us. We shou'd have, by force 
of our own Western laws, to withdraw our consuls, and to stop our trade 
along the old seaboard of China. We should be compelled to place British 
subjects under the protection of United States’ Consuls, and to carry on what 
trade we could carry on by the intervention of American merchants. It 
would be our duty, if we adhered strictly to the laws which we are urged to 
obey, to proclaim all intercourse with China to be h‘gh treason in British 
subjects; and it would be highly irregular to allow the importation of tea or 
to permit the export of opium. Even among ourselves, these ancient rules 
of international hostility are become rusty and unused. They are found 
to come back like the boomerang, and do most damage to those who use 
them. To apply them to China wonld cost us ten millions of revenue and 
would ruin all our merchants. It would also, no doubt, punish the Chinese 
teagrowers, and disappoint the opium smokers. But, as Lord Elgin very 
sensibly observed, “ pressure on individuals never yet brought a war toa 
close,” and if there be any country in the world where pressure on indi- 
viduals would have less weight than in all others, that country is Chinm 
The authorities at Pekin hear with marvellous unconcern not only of the 
taking of C.nton or of the destruction of a flotilla, but even of the sack of 
vast cities, where, after the carnage was done, the rebel leader calmly re 
ports that “ we slew them utterly, even to thechildren at the breast.” 
‘these locusts have now foreight years preyed upon the fairest valleys of 
China, yet no real efforts have been made to quell them, except when they ap- 
proached Pekin. Then the Imperial strength was put forth in earnest, and 
proved sufficient to destroy two of these swarms of homicides. As to a de- 
claration of war, we might as well translate the American declaration of in- 
cependence into Chinese and send it to the Pekin Mundarins. As to with- 
drawing our consuls and interdicting trade, we might as well practise the 
salutes of the fencing-school in front ofa savage who is fitting an arrow to 
his bow. It is impossible to paint in its full strength the contempt which 
a Chinese statesman would feel fura Western barbarian who should decline 
to trade at Amoy because he was determined to fight at laku; and we 
are by no means certain that whatever language he might use would de- 
serve translation. Lord Elgin goes forth with many difficulties before him, 
but perhaps he leaves his greatest difficulties behind him. Nvubody knows 
better what it is neces-ary that he should do, but no one is more thoroughly 
aware what a squadron of heavy hobbyhorse-riders will bear down upon 
him if he should dare to doit. The country will endorse Lord Ellen- 
bsrough’s compliment to the “ fortunate audacity” of the Karl, but we are 
not sure that we have observed in him the same adventurous spirit in deal- 
ing with English as with Chinese Mandarin:, These facts, however, cannot 
have escaped his penetration. If he should fail in the leas: degree, he will 
have every hobbyhorse-man in the Lords, the Commons, and Exeter-hall 
down upon him at full gallop. 1f he should succeed, he will still have them 
prancing and kicking around him, but they will not be able to do him harm; 
but if he should fuil by trying to conciliate these gentlemen, ard by trying 
to weld their crotchets into his own policy, he must not expect to find in 
them either the will or the power to defend him from the opprobrium which 
the country always fixes upon weakness. Lord Elgin is not the minister of 
the merchants now trading with China, nor of their enemies in the House 
of Peers, nor of the platform spouters. It is very well for irresponsible 
gentlemen to indulge in pretty sentinentalities, and for special classes to try 
to retain special advantages, but the nation sends out Lord Elgin to do the 
nation’s work,—to cpen up China to our general commerce,—to obtain suck 
wise and firm stipulations that wh-n the Muscovite comes to take the place 
of the Mongol our int-rests may still be secure,—and lastly, to complete his 
werk go tioroughly that we may have no more China wars,-—TZ'imes. 


THE CHINA COULIE TRADE. 

The Times, in a leading article on the circular issued by the 
commissioners at Canton on this subject, which it quotes as 
published in the China Chronicle, has the following comments = 

“ We do not suppose that it was the intention of the persons who estab- 
lished this system of Chinese contract labour, as @ corrective of the African 
slave trade, to introduce anoter system which was just the slave trade over 
again in another latitude, and in another quarter of the globe. In many re- 
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spects, indeed, it is worse that a Chinaman should be kidnapped than on 
African negro, inasmuch as it can -acarcely be pretended that a Chinaman is 
even indirectly the gainer by being removed from a condition of comparative 
civilization to one of absolute barbarism. He is worse off as a bondsman in 
Cuba than when following his ordinary occupation in his native town. From 
other sources we know of the frightful moitality which prevails among the 
coolie immigrants who are employed upon the sugar plantations in Cuba, It 
would be difficult indeed to place a human being in n more desperate position, 
for the Spanish planter does not feel even that moderate degree of interest in 
his captive which he would ina slave, from the fact that the slave was his 
own property. Nor is it a fair argument that the Chinese themselves are the 
chief agents in kidnapping their countrymen. It is the foreign trader who 
pays the premium on their perfidy and cruelty. It must also be added, that 
the Chinese authorities at Canton, who have made formal protests against 
the system, have a just and reasonable cause of complaint against the Euro- 
pean Powcrs and the United States, under whose flags it is carried out. In- 
deed, as we may gather from the letter of the Commanders-in-Chief, the 
Chinese authorities, independently of their remonstrances against this atrocious 
system of manstealing, lave addressed a circular to the foreign consuls, in 
which they call the attention of the consular body to the fact that they have 
organized a regular system of free emigration, and request that the consuls 
will require their respective countrymen to conform to the rules upon which 
that system is based. We are rejoiced to see that not one of the four vessels 
which have been involved in this vile trade bore the English flag. Three of 
them hoisted the stars and stripes, the other the Oldenburg colours, whatever 
those may be. It is far indecd from our wish to sugg-st «ny interference 
with the action of the United States, but, as Canton is in the military pos- 
session of French and English soldiers, sailors, and marines, we are at lewst 
bound to give all the support in our power to the Chine.e authorities in their 
reasonable endeavour to prevent the kidnapping of theircountrymen. There 
is, indeed, hope that the public opinion of the United States may be opposed 
to this process of kidnapping Chinese for the benefit of Spaniards, when the 
matter is placed before them in its proper liznt. Besides the positive and 
certain evil inflicted upon so many wretched creatures, another and a sufficient 
reason for interfering on behalf of the coolies is, that if the kidnapping is 
persevered in it will soon put an end to the system of free emigration alto- 
gether. If we would set in motion an effective s'ream of labour from China 
to our own or to the Spanish possessions, or elsewhere, the result can only 
be brought about by fair dealing. The Chinese are willing em‘grants; 

roof of the fact is forthcoming at Singapore, in Australia, in California, 
There is, indeed, no reason why, with common sense and fair dealing, China 
should not become the great labour-market of the tropical world. All 
nations, however, must be content to deal with the Chinaman fairly, to in- 
volve him in none but voluntary engagements, to pay him a reasonable 
hire, and so to deal with him in all things that he may bear favourable re- 
port to his countrymen of the treatment which he has received. The man- 
stealing process now going on at Canton, if it is not checked, will give the 
deathblow to the system of free emigration from China, and to all the hopes 
which might reasonably be founded upon it.” 


Japax.—A correspondence hag been published on the aftairs of this 
country in which the following has been deducted :—The government, it is 
said, keep up all the outward appearances of a desire to give execution to the 
treaties, while their acts leave no doubt whatever of a hostile animus. On 
the other hand, the disposition of the people in general remains most amicable. 
They are so fettered, however, by municipal and other regulations of a 
severe character that it is almost impossible to establish communication with 
them. No respectable persons of education are allowed to hold intercourse 
with foreigners unless specially employed by the government for that pur- 
pose. In Jeddo the diplomatic representatives themselves are liab'e to insult 
from officers of the State ; in Kanagawa foreigners are murdered, and in 
Hakodadi and Nagasaki their houses are broken into, and the property of 


the merchants, even in shipment and landing, is daringly pilfered, the au- 
thorities taking no measures either for prevention or punishment. Incen- 
diary fires also are of constant occurrence, and in the last instance 
£50,000 of British and American property was consumed or plundered, the 
police present being themselves engaged in stealing. “ With a perpetual 
menace of assassination on the one hand, and incendiarism on the other, 
while earthquakes almost every week shake the houses to their foundations,” 
the post of diplomatic agent at Jeddo is described to be a sericus trial even 
for those of the most bold and sanguine temperament, The understanding 
that a powerful European expedition is about to visit China to compel good 
faith in that quarter is believed to have produced some effect in exciting the 
fears of the government ; but if this expedition is not vigorously conducted 
the result in Japan will, of course, be to increase the determination to get 
rid of us. Mr. Rutherford Alcock, the British Consul-General, seems 
from the first to have pursued a course of great, but not undignified forbear- 
ance, and occasionally to have produced by this means a disposition to good 
conduct on the part of the officials. All such manifestations, however, are 
temporary, and on a recent occasion, in laying before the government a re- 
capitulation of their misdeeds and disregard of the treaty stipulations, he 
was led to hint that force might ultimately have to be employed. The 
home government, while approving his gencral proceedings, dissented from 
this. In a despatch, dated the 28th of February last, Lord John Russell 
regretted that any threat of war had been resorted to, his reasons Leing that 
if the grievances are not redressed, and war is not made, the character 
of the British Government is in some degree impaired, while, on the other 
hand, if war is made to enforce the observance of a commercial treaty, we 
run the risk of engaging in protracted hostilities, “and of earning a reputa- 
tion for quarrelling with every nation in the East.” Whe:her it is wise 
either to enter into treaties, if we mean to announce afterwards that we may 
be cheated with impunity, or to regulate our actions not by the dis:inct 
merits of a ques:ion, but by the fear of being called quarrelsome, are points 
which may admit of discussion. On the whole, however, there is reason to 
hope, with his lordship, that “ time and patience may remove many of the 
evils now complained of,” and to admit that “ the Japanese, on their side, 
may well be jealous of Ruropeans, who insult their usages and carry away 
their gold.”

There has been no further movement in connection with the 
proposed new Bank of India noticed in our last, but it is looked 
upon with considerable jealousy by the banks now existing in 
India, the Straits, and China, and with good cause, for notwith- 
standing the number established the business and profits are 
still very large, and the amount of accommodation afforded to 
the mercantile communities in the way of discount is still too 
limited. 

The Zimes, in its City article on the 11th inst., has the fol- 
lowing. It is of course quite possible that it will suit their 
informant for shippers to believe in the statement :-— 

“It is alleged by experienced merchants in London that, 
according to their ilatest advices, cotton manufactures from 
England cannot be sold except at a loss of 15 per cent. at 
Bombay, 10 per cent. at Calcutta, and 7 or 8 per cent. in China, 
and, moreover, that there has been no real profit on any such 
goods shipped hence during the last six months. Although the 
buyer of Manchester goods for exportation to India and China 
may expose himself to the losses in question, it does not fol- 
low that the Manchester manufacturers who ship on their own 
account may not still be operating at a profit, since a sacrifice 
of from 7 to 15 per cent, may fail to absorb the entire gain 
between the current price of their goods and the cost at which 
they are actually turned out. The speculative shipper, there- 
fore, who buys the goods at a quotation including the manufac- 
turer’s profit, is mainly the person whose transactions are to be 
contemplated with anxiety. It will be shared, perhaps, partly 
by such of the manufacturers as may have sold their goods to 
speculative merchants on six months’ acceptances, partly on 
such banks as may now be congratulating themselves upon the 
extraordinary revival in the discount business of the country, 
and partly on the general public, who may as yet sce no reason 
to distrust any of the new and dashirg gentlemen who are 
rapidly rising up into the position of great promoters of East- 
ern commerce.

At the meeting of the Atlantic Telegraph Comyany the 
directors were authorised to borrow the sum of £25,000, in 
6 per cent. debentures, so as to allow the commencement of 
operations for the repair of the Atlantic cable. These deben- 
tures are in the form of mortgages upon the property of the 
undertaking, including any portion of the old cable that may be 
recovered. The directors subscribe £4,000. Captain Kell and 
an experienced electrician will sail in about a fortnight for 
Newfoundland, and on their arrival there will at once com- 
mence operations. It is proposed to shorten the cable at the 
| Atlantic side by about forty-six miles (making fifty-six miles, 
inclusive of ten previously taken up), and it is presumed that 
the “fault” there will be found to be included in this portion. 
It is also intended to land the Newfoundland end of the cable 

| at New Perlican (Trinity Bay), a much more favourable spot 
i than that at present used. Should the operations be carried 
| out successfully, attention will next be turned to the “ fault” 
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at our side of the Atlantic. [The substance of this was given 
in a previous issue. | 

A further reduction of 3d. has taken place in the value of 
bar silver. A number of the dollars recently received from 
Mexico via New York are spurious. The execution is remark- 
ably good. The last arrival of dollars sold at 623d. 


The advices from India continue to express general approba- 
tion of Mr. Wilson’s budget. The main point to which excep- 
tion is still earnestly taken is the doubling of the import duty 
on cotton twist. A considerable decrease is apprehended in 
the trade in this article, the remarkable growth of which is 
shown in the fact that the quantity of twists imported into 
Bombay in the year 1859 was no less than 14,372,508lbs., 
against $,013,159]bs. in 1858, and 3,899,153lbs. in 1857. 

The present mail takes only £122,458, The particulars are 
as follows :—For Calcutta, £52,840 ; Hong Kong,, £38,505 ; 
Madras, £16,154; Shanghai, £13,560 ; Foo-chow-Foo, £1,080 ; 
and for Ceylon, £319. 

Wo understand that arrangements are being made by the 
projector of the route from Pegu to Esmok, in China, which we 
noticed in a previous issue, to organise a company for the pur- 
pose of making a railroad and electric cable over the distance, 
which is only 500 miles. From Esmok the line of telegraph 
could be carricd along the valley of the Pearl River to Canton. 





ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—The market during the pnst fortnight has been much depressed. 
The arrivals into the United Kingdom since the 1st March have amounted 
to 18,500,000 Ibs., which would of itself have been sufficient to try a strong 
market, and being freely offered at a time when the trade have been unwil- 
ling buyers. the result has been to establish a considerable decline in nearly 
all kinds. The arrivals of low tea have been large, and having been freely 
offered both privately and at public auction, the prices have ranged from 
1s. 1d. to 1s. 41d. per lb.; late sales show a fall of Id. to 2d. per lb. Good 
common continues scarce, and is difficult to buy under 1s. 5d. per lb., the 
quotation being 1s. 44d. to 1s. 5d. per lb. Sinchune Kai kinds, of fair to 
good quality, show a decline of 1d. per Ib. Common to fair Ho-Hows and 
Ning-Chows have sold 4d. to 1d. per Ib. lower; in good of this class, as also 
second class Monings and Wopaks, the reduction is 1d, to 14d. per lb. Good 
and fine Kaisows nearly maintain former prices, Lut fine Monings and Wopaks 
must be quoted 1d. per Ib. lower. Tayshans have latterly sold at a decline 
of 1d. to 14d. per lb.; some large quantities of these have been received from 
New York. Fair to good Oolongs have sold rather easier: other descriptions 
show no material change. In Souchongs business has been limited. 
Flowery Pekoes have sold to a moderate extent at rather lower prices for 
medium kinds; fine have been in request at full prices. Scented Teas have 
met with paitial inquiry from time to time, but the arrivals have been large, 
and prices must be quoted 4d. to 1d. per lb. lower. Common Scented 
Capers have been difficult of sale at from 1s. 2d. to Is. 24d. per Ib. ; good 
and fine have been more in demand, but latterly have become difticult of 
sale. Orange Pekoes up to Is. 6d. per lb. have been wanted; the good 
and fine kinds have been less saleable, and prices show 4d. to 1d. per Ib. 
reduction; a few of finest quality have sold from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 6d. per lb. 
In Grecn Teas business hag been moderate, and in most instances former 
prices have been maintained, There has been some inquiry for Hysons for 
export. Taiping (Gunpowders, via New York, were realised at public sale 
at rather lower prices. Fair to good Young Hysons have been maintained 
at former prices. Ping Suey Gunpowders are only in limited demand, and 
are difficult of saleat previous rater, There has been some inquiry for 
Canton (iunpowders and Young Hysons, and the former have realised 
higher prices. 

S11x.—We have to report a heavy business. In China silk the arrivals 
have been very large, and the atock shows an increase notwithatanding the 
large deliveries. Prices upon the whole are fairly supported—high cost in 
China, and the continued belief in short shipments, inducing importers ge- 
nerally to abstain from pressing sales. Chinese thrown silk continues utterly 
neglected. Japan silk, of the finer sizes, continues to find eager buyers at 
full rates, but the coarser sizes do not meet with equal favour.

MancuEstER Markets.—There has been a very quiet market in yarns, 
and spinners who are coming out of contract are inclined to take rather 
lower prices. These remarks apply to yarns suited to all markets—those 
of India, China, Germany, the Mediterranean, and home traie. Asa 
rule, however, manufacturers are well engaged, and ailliere firmly to the 
highest rates lately current. Within the last ten days, however, there has 
been an active demand for India and China, and for goods adapted to those 
markets quotations are now on a par with thoze at the beginning of the 
month. The total shipments of cotton piece goods and yarns for the month 
have been 95,146 packages, against 100,683 for the same time 'ast year, To 
Calcutta they amount to 24,414, against 20,716 seme time last year ; and 
to Bombay 3.187, against 9,240. The average for the previous twelve 
months is 19,297 and 13,379 respectively. To China shipments are con- 
tinued on a large sca'e—5,765 packages to Hong Kong and (3,921 to

CASUALTIES. 

The Daniel Jeffries (ship), of Glasgow, for Manila, which had been lying 
at the Tail of the Bank at Greenock for several days, has been brought into 
harbour, having become leaky; she is making three inches of water ,er 
hour, and will have to discharge a portion of her cargo to be examined. 

The Queen of the Ocean, Elison, from Sunderland to Hong Kong, put back 
to Brixham March 24, having fouled the D. B. Sexton, from Newcastle to 

. Galatz, March 22, in marine Torbay, and carried away the latter's jib-boom, 
&c., but sailed again March 26. ; 

The Rosina, from Sunderland to Hong Kong, which put into Falmouth 
March 12, leaky, has discharged and sold part of her cargo, and is beirg 
caulked where necessary. The master, mate, and part of her crew have left 
her. 

The Sarah March (ship), of Bangor, U.S., Stowers, from Newcastle, for 
China, was towed into Lowestoffe March 25, leaky, and thrown part of cargo 
(coals) overboard. She is discharging. She became leaky in consequence of 
having struck on the Inner Garboard sand. 

The Mary Lee (late Lister), which sailed from Liverpool March 26, for 
Hong Kong, was reported from Holyhead on the 30th, with master killed. 

The Charles Brownell, from Singapore to Liverpool, which was stranded 
on Bernard sand Jan, 22, and sold, has arrived at Liverpool. 

In.elligence from Bordeaux of March 27 states that the Louisiane de 
Beausejour, from that port to Shanghai, with coals, had sunk at sea, in con- 
sequence of a collision with an English vessel: crew landed. 

The Bullfinch, Wood, which arrived at St. Helena Feb. 19, from Singa- 
pore, for London, had damaged sails, bulwarks, &c.,in a severe hurricane, 
Jan. 15, 200 miles S.K. of Mauritius; also in another severe hurricane, 
Jan. 22, 70 miles N. of Cape St. Mary’s (Madagascar), when she received 
considerable damage to sails, spars, &c. 

The Magna Bona, from Swansea for Shanghai, bad put into Bio Janeiro, 
with loss of mainmast. 

The Havering, Rickaby, from London to Hong Kong, which put into Ply- 
mouth with a mut nous crew, parted her cables, and was driven ashore on Bat- 
ten Reef, where she bilged; she had twelve feet water inher hold. Her cargo 
is being discharged into lighters, and a portion has been landed in a damaged 
condition. Effor:s will be made to-day to get her off.
